EFORE  I  enter  upon  the  main  Sub- 
ject of  this  Treatife,  the  prefect 
State  and  Condition  of  our  Clergy  t  and 
the  Neceffity  of  a  Reformation,  both 
with  refpecl;  to  Spirituals  and  Temporals,  I 
mult  crave  kave  to  preraife  a  word  or  two 
to  prevent  any  Objection  in  general  to  my 
Defignr  as  being  aim'd  againft  a  Prof effioh  fo 
Sacred  and  Ufefuh  And  here  I  proteli  againfl 
all  Application  of  what  Ihall  be  faid  of  fuch 
Perfons  as  Sacbeverel  Welton,  Biggins,  Brett ^ 
Smith,  Milium,  Lamb,  Swift,  and  the  like,  t6 
the  Learned  and  Reverend  Clergy  of  our  molt 
Pure  and  Holy  Church,  who  are  indeed  ant 
Ornament  to  our  Nation  and  Religion.  There 
are  WiUis,  Barton*,  Bradford,  Butler,  Hoadlyy 
Baker,  and  God  be  thank'd  a  very  Numerous 
and  Reverend  Roll  to  be  found,  who  adorn 
the  Dbflrine  they  profefs*  are  Mm  of  Piet| 
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and  Charity  }  and  whofe  Principles  and  Pra&i. 
ccs  are  fo  coniiftent,  that  their  Examples  teach 
as  much  as  their  Precepts,  and  to  fuch  one 
cannot  pay  too  much  Reverence,  nor  will 
fuch  have  ever  any  Reafon  to  demand  that 
Homage,  which  the  corrupted,  the  vitious, 
mutinous,  and  feditious  Clergy  will  always 
infill  upon  to  give  that  Authority  to  their  7«- 
folence^  which  is  only  dee  to  their  Firtue. 
Thefe  Men  will  always  cry  out,  when  the  ve- 
ry Name  of  Clergymen  is  made  ufe  of,  that 
the  CbuYch  js  attackt  through  their  (ides,  though 
they  bring  difhonour  on  a  Profeffion  which  is 
of  it  felf  the  mod  honourable. 

Having  diftinguifh'd  the  good  from  the 
bad,  and  rang'd  the  latter  with  the  Goats  \  I 
fhall  make  no  Scruple  to  fpeak  my  Mind  of 
them  freely,  as  others  have  done  before  me, 
and  chufe  this  time  to  do  it,  when  the  State 
has  thought  fit  to  publifh  Injunctions^  for  the 
better  regulating  the  Forms  of  Worlhip  and 
Preaching,  and  directing  the  Clergy  in  dif- 
cbarge  of  their  Duty.  This  it  is  authorizM 
to  do  by  that  high  Prerogative  of  the  Supre- 
macy^ which  is  fworn  to  be  in  the  Crown  by 
all  who  officiate  at  the  Altar.  Yet  do  thofe 
whom  thefe  wife  and  neceffary  Injunctions  af- 
fect, clamour  at  them  as  a  Novelty^  introdu- 
ced by  the  111- wilier s  to  the  Church  •  though 
there  has  hardly  been  a  Reign  fince  the  Re- 
formation^ in  which  fuch  Royal  Orders  relating 
to  the  Clergy  have  not  been  publihYd. 

They  were  labouring  in  the  late  bad  Times, 
to  have  EftabliuYd  an  Independancy.     Some  of 

them    in  Convocation,   Dr.  A at    the 

Head  of  them,  attempted  not  only  to  throw- 
off 
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off  all  Dependancy  on  the  State  in  Spirituals^ 
but  even  Subjection  to  Epifcopacy.  What  a  Itir 
did  the  inferior  Clergy  make  to  deprive  the 
Fathers  of  our  Church  of  their  Rights   and 

Privileges  ?  How  did  B A — —.  L , 

and  others,  do  their  utmofl  to  fet  up  a  Church 
Anarchy,  to  the  Prejudice  of  the  Monarchy  and 
Hierarchy  ?  What  Reams  of  Paper  were  wafted 
in  that  unnatural  Controverfy  ?  And  yet, 
when  it  will  ferve  a  turn,  who  talk  more  of 
Loyalty  and  Obedience  ?  But  who,  alas,  practice 
it  iefs  ?  We  have  fo  many  late  Inftances  of 
their  Difloyalty  and  Difobedience,  that  it  forbids 
all  Proof  or  Argument.  'Tis  fo  much  in  every 
ones  Knowledge,  that  every  word  faid  to  ex- 
aggerate it  would  be  impertinence,  and  this 
undutiful  Behaviour  of  fo  many  of  the  inferior 
and  loofer  Part  of  the  Clergy,  has  been  a 
main  Occafion  of  the  Royal  Injunftions,  againfi: 
which  they  make  fuch  an  Out-cry,  and  in  de- 
fence of  which  my  Duty  and  my  Zeal  hare  put 
me  upon  this  undertaking. 

The  World  are  divided  very  much  with 
Reference  to  the  Priefthood.  Some  think  their 
very  Garments  are  fancYify'd,  and  there  is  Sal- 
vation in  even  a  touch  of  a  Surplice.  They  pay 
as  much  refped  to  the  Cloth,  as  to  the  Order, 
and  look  on  the  Rofe  in  their  Broadbrim'd  Hats 
with  as  great  Veneration,  as  the  Magi  did  on 
the  Star  in  the  Eaft.  Now  'tis  certain,  there 
is  great  Deference  due  to  thefe  outward  Marks 
of  Diftinftion,  when  the  inward  Marks  of 
Religion  fliine  out  under  them.  But  whea 
they  are  worn  by  Men  of  loofe  Lives,  dange- 
rous Principles,  and  feditious  Practices,  one 
may  very  decently  diftinguifti  the  Men  from

their  Profeffion,  and  deal  with  them  as  they 
deferve :  Others  there  are  who  err  as  much 
on  another  fide,  and  think  the  Order  it  felf 
pertakes  of  the  Guilt  of  fome  of  its  Pro- 
ieflbrs,  and  on  this  fcore  treat  them  all  with 
too  much  Freedom,  and  indeed  Contempt. 
They  have  always  a  (mart  thing,  and  an 
arch  look  againil  a  Par/on.  Their  Wit  turns 
all  on  that  Topick,  and  fome  of  the  dulled  of 
them  will  be  very  pert  at  the  Expence  of  the 
Cler.iy.  Thefe  Men,  however,  do  not  fpare 
Religion  it  felf  any  more  than  the  Difpenfers 
of  it,  and  their  Maker  and  Teachers  are  gene- 
rally treated  by  them  with  the  fame  ridicule, 
neither  do  they  diftinguifh  the  worthy  from 
the  unworthy.  They  judge  by  the  lump,  and 
mull  therefore  unavoidably  judge  wrong.  'Tis 
not  to  give  countenance  to  any  of  thefe  Laugb- 
ers,  that  what  will  be  faid  of  the  criminal 
Part  of  the  Clergy,  is  made  thus  publick.  All 
iny  Intention  by  it  is  to  fhew,  chat  whatever 
Rails  they  erect  about  themfelves,  the  Govern- 
ment has  a  Right  to  come  at  them  within 
them,  if  they  offend  the  Laws,  and  fo  far  de- 
viate from  the  Character  of  Peace-makers,  as 
to  become  Incendiaries. 

This  la 0:  Word  pots  me  in  mind  of  Sache- 
*vere\,  (the  condemn'd  Doctor,)  whom  I  never 
think  of  but  with  Abhorrence,  for  though  his 
worthlefs  Character  would  render  him  defpi- 
cable  in  Obfcurity,  yet  he  looks  now  with  a 
Tremendous  Afpect,  being  promoted  to  one  of 
the  greater!  Cures  in  the  Chriftian  World,  and 
for  an  infult  on  the  Conititution,  which  at 
Hamburgh  would  have  fhut  him  up  with  his 
Brother €rombergh  between  four  Walls.  5  Inflead 

ot 
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of  which  he  has  not  only  the  Power  of  doing 
Mifchief,  but  the  Encouragment  from  his  Im- 
punity, and  has  made  the  Mob  fo  many  Holy- 
days,  that  he  will  be  always  fure  of  them 
when  he  Sounds  the  Trumpet,  Can  one  ima- 
gine this  Man  has  any  care  upon  him  for  the 
Souls  of  Men  ?  does  his  neglect  of  his  own 
give  us  Reafon  to  believe,  that  our  Salvation 
is  his  concern,  and  that  he  bellows  fo  for 
the  Church,  purely  to  keep  us  in  the  way  to 
it?  As  for  what  Bijfet  has  writ  of  him,  I 
ihali  not  trouble  the  Header  with  repeating  it. 
If  he  has  euriofity  enough  to  run  over  his 
three  Modern  Fanaiicks,  he  will  find  a  rare 
Parcel  of  Memoirs  for  the  Life  of  this  High- 
Church  Champion.  For  my  part,  I  think  them 
too  dirty  to  be  kept  together,  and  tho*  I  do1 
not  fo  much  doubt  the  Truth  of  them,  as  I 
diflikc  the  Virulence,  yet  1  will  not  anfwer 
for  what  I  do  not  know,  and  betides,  the 
Dofior  has  not  rambled  about  the  Country  fo 
long  to  be  a  Stranger  in  it,  and  as  he  never 
pretended  to  much  Purity  of  Manners,  fo  doubt- 
lefs  he  will  not  be  much  affe&ed  by  any  charge 
on  that  Head.  'Tis  fuch  Men  as  he  who  have 
enflam'd  the  Nation,  and  been  the  caufe  of 
the  late  Riots  and  Confufion  in  it.  His  having 
met  with  a  Reclory  inftead  or  a  Jail,  has  en- 
courag'd  the  Younger  and  Inferior  Priefthood, 
to  imitate  him  in  Preaching  Politicks,  when 
they  (hould  teach  Virtue-  and  blowing  up  the 
Minds  of  Men  with  big  Words  and  windy 
Nonfenfe,  'till  they  burft  out  into  Mutiny* 
3  do  not  believe  there  is  a  wife  and  good  Man 
in  England,  that  takes  Sacheverel  to  be  either 
the  one  or  the  other  j  why  then  is  it  that  he  is 

followed 
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followed  by  the  two  Quondam  Chancellors  his 
Advocates  ?  Is  it  to  be  improv'd  by  him  in  the 
Knowledge  and  Pra&ice  of  Religion  ?  Is  it  to 
have  the  Comfort  and  Edification  of  his  Do- 
6:rine  and  Prayers  ?  Or  is  it  to  animate  him 
by  their  Prefence,  in  his  Averfion  to  the  Con- 
flitution  -j  and  to  keep  up  his  feditious  Spirit 
for  the  fupport  of  the  FacJion,  and  to  fliew 
they  are  of  his  Opinion  by  their  fele&ing  him 
among  a  Thoufand  for  their  fpirituai  Guide? 
Was  he  ever  heard  to  pray  for  his  Majefly  by 
Name,  (except  when  he  is  oblig'd  to  read  the 
Common- Prayer,)  'till  the  late  Order  ?  Does  he 
not  do  it  now,  as  thtJfi  mumbled  the  Thiftks  ? 
And  is  not  his  Practice  the  Precedent  for  the 
reft  of  his  High-Flying  Fraternity  ?  Good  God  ! 
How  long  !  have  he  and  they  prevaricated  with 
the  Almighty,  and  with  their  Lips  pray'd 
for  the  Houfe  of  Hanover,  when  the  Pretender 
was  all  the  while  in  their  Hearts  ?  Was  it 
not  high  time  to  put  a  ftop  to  that  Hellifh 
Hypocrify  in  our  Age,  when  we  cannot  bear 
that  of  Occaftonal  Conformity,  and  to  prevent 
the  ill  Effect  of  Sedition,  as  well  as  Herefy  ? 
How  many  of  them  declar'd  in  King  William's 
time,  that  when  they  pray'd  for  the  King, 
they  meant  King  James,  and  took  a  Pride  to 
diftinguifh  themfelves  from  the  Pious,  Learned, 
and  Loyal  Clergy,  by  leaving  out  His  Maje- 
fty's  Name  and  Titles.  Were  they  not  begin- 
ning the  fame  double  Dealing  and  Diflioiula- 
tion  ?  I  cannot  think  of  it  without  Trembling. 
What  could  be  their  Reflection  on  the  effed 
of  fuch  Prayers,  if  they  thought  they  were 
heard?  Did  they  not  make  an  honeft  and  duti- 
ful Auditory,   pray  for  a  Prince  whom  they 

had 
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had  abjur'd  •,   if  their  Prayers  fignify'd   no- 
thing,   was  it  not  a  vain  Infult   on  the  Go- 
vernment to  alienate  the  Hearts  of  the  Peo- 
ple from  their  AfTeclion  to    it  ?  Are  there 
upon  Earth  fuch  Hypocrites,  and  a  Crew  of  fuch 
undutiful  and  unchriftian   Teachers  ?  They  do 
indeed    want  to  be  taught    themfelves,   and 
before  I  enter  farther  into  my  Subject,  I  will 
recommend   to   them    the  Sentiments    of   a 
Learned  and  Pious  Divine  on  this  Occafion. 
He  is  fpeaking  of  the  Duty  of  Praying  for 
Princes  de  Faffo.    I  humour  them  with  that 
Diftin&ion,    becaufe  'tis   the   confequence  of 
their  Hereditary,  Unalienable,  indefeafible  Right. 
Every  Word  is  either  Nonfenfe  or  Treafon, 
with  refpeft  to  the  Froteftant  Succejfion  .•  And 
this  little  Difcourfe  will  fhew,  that  what  His 
Majefty's  Injunctions  oblige  them  to  do,  the 
Scripture  had  laid  the  fame  Obligation  upon 
them.  Not  that  I  expeft  they  will  be  the  more 
Obedient  on  that  Account,  and  my    Intenti- 
on by  it  is   rather   to  Silence  than  Convert 
them.  *  They  do  not  a&  by  Reafon  or  Know- 
ledge, but  by  Faction  and  Paffion,  and  Duty 
has  little  Weight  with  them,    when  Intereft 
and  Ambition  are  in  the  way. 

It  is  not  only  lawful  for  a  Chriftian,  fays 
my  Author^  *  But  he  is  alfo  obliged  in  Con- 
c  fcience  to  pray  for  thofe  who  are  in  Poflef- 
c  fion  of  the  Authority  of  the  State  wherein  he 
c  lives,  if  he  has  a  mind  to  obey  the  Apoftle 
*  St.  Paul,  and  to  follow  the  Principles  of  the 
'  Chriftian  Religion  •,  I  fuppofe,  that  which 
4  is  the  Duty  of  every  Chriftian  in  particu- 
4  lar,  is  the  Duty  alfo  of  the  Church  in  ge- 
c  neral,  for  as  much  as  the  Church  is  nothing 

*  bus 
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e  but  an  Aflembly  of  Chriftians.  Take  we"  £ 
4  View  then  of  the  command  of  the  Apoftle 
4  St.  Vaul%  in  his  firft  Epiftle  to  Timothy -,  / 
1  exhort  therefore,  that  firft  of  all  Supplications^ 
fc  Prayers,  Inter  ceffions,  and  giving  of  Thanks  be 
1  made  for  all  Men,  for  Kings,  and  all  that  are 
c  in  Authority,  that  we  may  lead  a  quiet  and 
c  peaceable  Life  in  all  Godlinefs  and  Honefty,  for 
4  this  is  good  and  acceptable  in  the  fight  of  God 
4  our  Saviour,  who  will  have  Men  to  be  favedi 
c  and  to  come  to  the  Knowledge  of  the  Truth „ 
The  Learned  Dr.  Hammond  has  thus  Para- 
phras'd  it. 

Firft,  c  In  the  firft  place,  therefore,  I  advife 
1  thee  and  all  the  Bifhops  under  thy  Metro- 
c  polis,  that  you  have  confiant  publick  Offices 
6  of  Devotion;  confiding  (i.)  Of  Supplicati- 
4  ons,  for  the  averting  of  all  hurtful  Things, 
4  Sins  and  Dangers.  (2.)  Of  prayers  for  the 
4  obtaining  of  all  good  Things  which  you 
4  want.  (3.)  Of  Interceffion  for  others ;  and 
4  (4,)  Of  Thankfgivings  for  Mercies  already 
c  received,  and  all  thefe  not  only  for  your 
c  felves,  but  in  a  greater  Diffufioa  of  your 
c  Charity  for  all  Mankind, 

Secondly,  c  For  the  Emperors  and  Rulers  of 
1  Provinces  under  them,  to  whom  we  owe 
1  all  our  peaceable  Living  in  any  place,  in  the 
c  exercife  of  Religion,  and  a  Virtuous  Life,  and 
\  therefore  ought  in  Reafon  to  pray  and  give 
\  Thanks  for  them. 

Thirdly.,  c  For  this  God  in  the  Gofpel  ap« 
:  proves  of,  and  requires  al  our  Hands. 

Fourthly,  c  In  proportion  to  the  Example 
'  which  he  has  given  us  in  himfelf,  who  ear- 
!  neitiy  defires  the  good  of  all  Mankind,  and1 
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*  ufeth  all  powerful  Means  to  bring  them  to 
c  reform  their  former  wicked  Lives,  and  now 

*  to  entertain  the  Gofpel,  whence  it  appears 

*  clearly,  that  a  Chriftian  as  fuch  is  obliged 

*  to  offer  up  unto  God  publick  Prayers  for 
1  thofe  that  are  inverted  with  the  Sovereign 
fc  Authority,  and  that  this  is  the  Duty  of  the 
c  Church  in  General. 

c  Here  I  defire  you  to  obferve  two  Things. 

4  Firft,  That  the  Apoftle  St.  Van]  makes  ho 
€  Diftinclion,  between  Princes  de  Fado  and  de 
'  Jure, 

4  Secondly ,  That  they  ground  the  Neceffity  of 

4  thefe  Prayers  upon  a  Principle  of  Gratitude 
\  and  Acknowledgment  to  the   Government 

5  in  general,  whofoever  they  be  that  Admi- 
4  nifter  it  ^  for  as  much  as  one  are  beholden  to 

*  them  for  the  peaceable  Life  we  enjoy  in  the 
'  Exercife  of  our  Religion^  and  a  Virtuous 
i  Life, 

.  Here  is  the  Judgment  of  the  ereateft  Doctors 
of  our  Church,  as  to  the  Duty  of  the  Clergy,' 
to  pray  for  all  that  are  in  Authority  over 
them,  without  making  themfelves  Judges  of 
their  Right*  which  proves  thofe  that  refufe 
to  pray  for  his  prefent  Majefiy  to  be  guilty 
pf  that  Sin,  which  is  as  the  Sin  of  Witchcraft^ 
Rebellion^  againft  Cod  and  the  King,  and  the 
care  the  Government  has  taken  of  their  In- 
nocence fhould  infpire  them  rather  with  the 
moft  grateful  and  dutiful  Sentiments,  than 
with  Stubborn  and  Refractory.  If  any  of  them 
fhouid  ftretch  this  Argument  fo  far  as  to  que- 
ftion  the  Duty  of  Praying  for  any  but  Here- 
ditary Kings,  it  fhews,  they  have  ftudy'd  Hiikf; 
teflefo  and  Vodwdl  more  than  the  Scriptures  • 
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For  when  the  Jews  tempted  our  Saviour,  in 
the  queftion  of  the  Right  of  Tribute  paid  to 
Cafar,  do's  he  not  anfvver  punctually  in  favour 
of  the  Roman  Emperors,  who  had  no  more 
Divine  Right  to  the  Sovereignty  of  fudea,  than 
the  Duke  of  Savoy  to  the  Sovereignty  of  Sicily: 
And  can  any  thing  be|more  natural  than  to  form 
this  Argument  ?  Every  Chriftian  is  oblig'd  to 
acknowledge  him  for  his  lawful  Sovereign  to 
whom  he  pays  Tribute;  and  is  alfo  oblig'd  to 
pray  for  every  lawful  Sovereign,  and  for  the 
Sovereign  in  Poffeffion  as  the  Rightful  and 
Lawful  Ode.  Much  more  where  the  Sove- 
reignty is  Eftablifh'd  by  fo  many  facred  Laws, 
as  is  his  Majefty.  A  King  of  our  own  Choice  , 
in  which  Election  'tis  the  Glory  of  the  Church 
to  have  appeared  moft  zealous :  A  King  whom 
the  Lord  has  anointed  over  us,  for  the  Secu- 
rity of  our  Religion  and  Liberties  :  A  King, 
for  whom  when  we  pray,  we  *afc  the  fame 
time  pray  for  the  Defenfe  and  Safety  of  all 
that  free  Men  and  Christians  hold  dear  :  And 
-  fhall  a  few  proud,  obftinate,  perverfe  Priefls 
have  the  Liberty  to  dlftinguifh  themfelves,  by 
renouncing  fo  many  Bleffings  as  we  enjoy  in 
His  Majefty's  moft  wife  and  gracious  Govern- 
ment, and  give  us  in  their  Prayers  to  the 
French  King%  and  the  Pretender, 

I'll  grant  -thefe  pretended  fcrupulous  Con- 
fciences,  who  wou'd  pray  for  King  GEORGE 
in  the Litirgy,  becaufe  they  cannot  keep  their 
Livings  without  it,  and  for  the  King  only  in 
their  Prayers  before  Sermon,  mentally  intend- 
ing the  Pretender,  may  infift  upon  the  Objecti- 
on that  'tis  finful  to  pray  for  any  Power  which 
is  not  fupported  by  their  Divine  Right,  J  fhall 

anfwer 
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anfwer  in  the  Words  of  my  Author  before- 
mention'd,  a  Clergyman,  and  an  Eng\i[hman. 
*  The  Principle  I  oppofe  is,  that  it  apper- 
tains to  the  Church  to  judge  of  the  Title  of 
thofe  who  are  in  PoITeflion  of  the  Govern- 
ment, whether  it  be  a  Rightful  Title  or  not. 
Whereas  I  maintain  on  the  contrary,  that  it 
doth  not  in  the  leaft  belong  to  the  Church 
to  pronounce,  concerning  the  Title  of  thofe 
who  are  in  Poffelfion  of  the  Sovereign  Au- 
thority. It  follows  from  this  Principle,  that 
we  cannot  lawfully  pray  to  God  for  any  but 
thofe  whofe  Title  to  the  Sovereignty  we  own 
to  be  Rightful  And  1  maintain  that  if  this 
Conclufion,  which  is  drawn  from  the  Princi- 
ple I  expofe  be  true;  it  is  irapoflible  for  an/ 
Chriftian  Church  to  fubfift  in  any  State,  and 
that  confequently  the  Conclufion  as  well 
as  the  Principle  from  whence  it  naturally 
flows  cannot  but  be  falfe.  I  defire  you,  Sir, 
to  take  Notice,  that  it  doth  not  belong  to 
a  Chriftian  (as  fuch)  to  examine,  whether  he 
who  hath  the  Power  over  a  Society,  pofTefs 
the  fame  by  a  Title  de  Jure,  or  de  b'a&o  -0  I  ac- 
knowledge indeed,  that  it  is  the  Right  of 
the  Society  and  its  Reprefentatives  to  exa- 
mine this  Queition,  but  I  flatly  deny  that  it 
belongs  to  the  Church,  or  to  any  of  the 
People  confidered  as  Chriftians,  to  difcufs  the 
Title  of  their  Sovereigns,  Chridians,  in  as 
much  as  they  are  Chriftians,  are  in  a  State 
in  the  fame  manner  as  Phyfitians,  who  in 
fc  that  Capacity  have  nothing  to  do  to  meddle 
c  in  the  Affairs  of  State,*  though  they  mufi 
i  take  Cognizance  of  them  as  they  are  Citizens. 
[  Affairs  therefore  of  State,  mult  not  be  regu- 
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\  Sated  by  any,  but  thofe  who  are  called  to  the 

*  Management  ot  them  }   and  for  as  much  as 
6  the  People  are  bound  to  fubmit  therafelves 

*  to  the  Refolution  of  their  Reprefentatives, 

*  the  Church  accordingly  is  obliged   to  own 

*  him  for  a  lawful  Sovereign  of  the  State, 

*  whom  the  Managers  of  the  State  own  for 

*  fuch,  by  ordering  a  Tribute  to  be  paid  to 
4  him,  and  Prayers  to  be  offer'd  up  to  God  for 

*  him,  &.c. 

As  reafonable  as  this  ds,  as  agreeable  to 
Scripture.  I  do  not  addrefs  it  to  thofe  that 
murmur  -at  his  Majefty's  exerting  his  Supre- 
macy to  oblige  them  to  Obedience  to  Church 
and  State.  The  Church  owns  his  Title  to  be 
Rightful  and  Lawful,  every  Father  of  it  has 
fworn  Allegiance  to  the  King,  and  abjur'd  the 
Tretender  ^  nay,  the  very  Priefts,  who  are  an* 
gry  at  the  Royal  Injundions,  have  fworn  to 
that  Prince,  for  whom  they  would  not  pray. 
Thefe  Men  are  not  be  wrought  upon  by  Ex- 
ample or  Precept.  Nor  is  there  any  Occafion 
of  it  ^  they  do  not  want  to  have  their  Judg- 
ments inform'd,  I  doubt  not  Dr.  A be- 

liev'd  from  his  Soul,  that  the  Bifliops  had  the 
Authority  they  pretended  to  in  the  Convoca- 
tion difpute,  that  Sacheverel  thought  King  Wil- 
liam had  as  much  Right  to  the  Crown  as  King 
James  ever  had  j  that  Welton  knows  he  has 
more  of  the  Judas  in  him,  that  the  Dean  he 
abus'd  at  the  Sacrament  :  In  a  word,  that  nei- 
ther of  them  care  a  Farthing  which  is  Right 
or  which  is  Wrong,  further  than  to  gratifie 
their  Pride  and  Avarice,  by  fomenting  Facti- 
on, and  Inveighing  againft  the  Government 
upon  all  Qccafigns.    Had  not  £— ~M— -t 

1  "v"  made 
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made  a  bawdy  Satyr  againft:  his  Par i(hi oners  at 
r- b,    wherein  he  crys  up  Htrcuks,   for 

that 

He  Fifty  Times  renew'd  his  manly  Race, 
And  upbraids  Meffalina,  an  Alderman's  Wife,  as  if 

Her  infatiate  Womb, 
The  Seed  of  all  Mankind  wou'd  feign  Intomb'd. 

Perhaps  he  had  never  been  driven  from  Rot- 
tendam,  with  a  Prefent  of  a  pair  of  new  Shoes 
for  Preaching  Politicks  there,  nor  been  pre- 
fer'd  to  a  Rectory  in  London,  for  his  yearly 
Invectives  on  the  30th  of  January,  Can  one 
imagine  any  fuch  Swearers  to  King  GEORGE^ 
and  AJurmurers  at  praying  for  them,  have  the 
leaft  Scruple  upon  them,  whether  His,  or  the 
Hereditary  Title  is  moft  Divine.  No  !  No ! 
Their  Confciences  are  too  harden'd  to  have 
any  fuch  Impreffions  made  on  them.  And  he 
who  wou'd  not  pray  for  a  King  whom  he  has 
taken  the  Oath  to,  or  for  one  whom  he  has 
abjur'd^  will  never  be  in  Pain  who  has  the 
Right,  provided  this  or  that  is  to  his  purpofe. 
Thefe  Men  do  indeed  claim  a  Privilege  to  de- 
termine in  State  Affairs,  with  which  they  have 
no  more  to  do  than  with  Military,  not  to  im- 
prove the  Underftandings  of  their  Auditories, 
and  direct:  their  Confciences  ;  but  to  create 
Jealoufies,  and  eoflame  their  Paflions. 

One  of  their  own  Order,  a  Man  of  Learning 
and  Virtue,  has  fet  them  in  'the  right  Way, 
if  they  knew  how  to  walk  in  it  ^  he  is  talk- 
ing of  their  bufying  themfelves  about  things 
which  do  not  belong  to  them,  as  Matters 
of   Government,    and   the  like  ;   There,  is 

fome- 


fomething  worfe  than  all  this,  fays  he,  fpeak- 
ng  of  the  Abfurditks  of  fuch  as  refufe  to  pray  for 

a  King  de  Fa&o  •    *  For    by  this  jumbling  of 

"  Political  Confiderations,  about  Government 
with  the  Do&rine  of  the  Gofpel,  the  Apo- 
ftles  wou'd  have  been  oblig'd  at  their  firft 
Entrance  to  prefent  the  Governour  of  the 
Place  a  Draught  of  a  lawful  Government  ac- 
cording to  their  Notion,  to  the  end  that  the 
State  might  confider  whether  that  Political 
Scheme  did  agree  with  the  Nature  of  Go- 
vernment, as  it  is  Eftablifh'd  among  the  fe- 
veral  Nations  of  the  World.  This  is  the 
point  whence  they  ought  of  Neceflky  to 
have  begun  the  Preaching  of  the  Gofpel,  for 
without  this  Chriftians  cou'd  never  be  per- 
fwaded  to  offer  up  Prayers  to  God  for  the 
Governour  of  a  State.  In  very  Truth,  the 
Apoftles  would  have  feem'd  a  Company  of 
pitiful  Men,  for  underfbnding  their  Com- 
miflion  no  better,  as  having  fail'd  to  leave  us 
a  good  and  ample  Inftru&ion  in  this  mod 
important  Matter,  and  which  was  of  fo  great 
Neceflky,  considering  the  vaft  Number  of 
Changes  and  Revolutions  that  have  hap- 
pen'd  in  Government  *,  whereas,  inftead  of 
udng  this  exa&nefs,  they  have  only  (imply 
and  in  general  commanded  us  to  pray  to 
God  for  all  the  Powers  fet  over  us,  but  they 
never  defign'd  to  acquaint  us  either  by  their 
Conduct  or  Doctrine,  that  this  was  to  be 
reftrain'd  only  to  fuch  Powers  as  are  law- 
ful. But  they  will  fay,  fince  you  grant, 
that  a  ChriRian  and  a  Citizen  are  One  and 
the  fame  Perfon  under  different  Refpe&s  5 

*  how  is  it  poffible,  that  after  all  this   you 


My; 

fhould  conceive,  that  a  Chriftian  who  is  per- 
fwaded   in  his  Confcience,    fuch  a  One  is  a 
King  de  Fatto;  may  yet,  as  a  Cbriftian,  pray 
to  God  for  this  King  de  Fatto,  as  if  he  were 
King  de  Jure  ?  To  this  I  anfwer,  that  a  Man 
who  embraces  any  Principles  contrary  to  the 
Conftitution  of  a  State,  is  very  much  to  be 
pity'd  ^  and,  if  befides,  he  is  fo  unhappy  as 
to  fill   his  Brain  with  Whimfies  without  any 
ground,  or  probability  of  Truth,  and  takes 
Pains  to  confirm  himfelf  in  the  fame  from 
PafTages  of  Scripture  mifapplied  ;  he  is  Hill 
more  incurable,  becaufe  in  this  Cafe  he  hugs 
his  Error,  as  fuppofing  it  both  Hononrable 
and  Meritorious. 
This  good  Man  did  believe,  that  fome  Ja- 
cobites might  indeed  out  of  Confcience,  refufe 
to  pray  for  King  Wiiiiam  ^  fome  I  confefs,  to 
believe   alfo  were  fincere  in  their  Reccufancy, 
and  fo  fimple,    as  imagine,    King  James  was 
a  better  Friend  to  the  Church  than  King  Wil- 
liam -j  nay,  to  fuch  a  height  of  Stupidity  did  a 
few  of  them  go,  that  Mr.  Mev.x  of  Woodfloc^ 
Mr.  Lamb  of  Eling,  and  others,  after  they  had 
b;en   Preaching   and  Praying  for   King   Wil- 
liam Thirteen  Years,  refus'd  to  take  the  Oath 
to  Queen  Anne9  out  of  a  Scruple  to  her  Ti- 
tle,  and  not   to  confirm  their  Error.      ?Tis 
true,  King  William's  Title  was  as  good  in  Law 
and  Reafon,  as  Queen  Anne's.   But  thefe  //<?- 
r 'edit ary  Men ,  who  do   not    guide  therafelves 
by  Law  or   Reafon,   muft  furely   prefer  the 
late  Queen  to  King  WiUiam,  becaufe  fhe  was 
one  of   King  James's  Daughters  ;   and  thofe 
Vicart  muft  have  rare  Confciences,  who  after 
having  fworn  to  the  latter,   cou'd  not  bring 

them- 
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ihemfelves  to  {Wear  to  the  Queen.  Men  there  af £ 
whofe  Ffeads  have  unhappily  this  evil  Turn, 
and  their  Conferences  can  no  more  go  right, 
than  a  Bowl  with  an  ill  Byafs.  I  will  repeat 
a  Paragraph  or  two  out  of  my  laft  mentioned 
Author,  to  give  the  Reader  a  Notion  of  fuch 
Confciences,  and  prevent  his  taking  thofe  who 
will  not  pray  for  King  GEORGE,  to  be  any 
thing  but  Fools. 

The  Confcience  of  fuch  a  Perfon,  fays  ta, 
4  Is  moft  vifibly  Erroneus,  for  firft  he  judges 
c  in  the  Quality  of  a  Citizen,  that  fuch  a  one 
1  is  a  King  de  Fatto  only,  for  whom  it  is  not 

*  lawful  to  pray,  becaufe  as  he  is  a  Chriftian, 
4  he  admits  a  Doctrine  and  Principle,  in  con- 
c  fequence  whereof  he  oppofeth  himfelf  againft 

*  the  Determination  of  the  State,  which  hath 

*  manifeftly  a&ed  and  judged  according  to  other 
4  Principles.  If  he  forms  this  Judgment  as  he 
4  is  a  Chriftian,  than  he  attributes  to  himfelf 
4  a  Right  which  God  hath  never  granted  to 
4  Christians  as  fuch  ;   but  if  he  judge  thus  in 

*  the  Quality  of  a  Citizen,  and  not  of  a  Chri- 
4  ftian,  he  violates  the  Laws  of  a  Society, 
4  which  cannot  fubfift,  if  every  private  Perfon 
6  be  permitted  to  oppofehis  particular  Judg- 
4  ment  to  that  of  the  Publick  declared  in  the 
4  moll  folemn  Manner  imaginable  :  The  De- 
4  lufion  of  the  Confcience  of  fuch  a  Perfon  ap- 
4  pears  as  evident  to  me,  as  if  a  Man  fhould 
\  have  refolved  to  maintain  from  Scripture  as 
4  a  Do&rine  of  Faith,  that  the  Sun  goes  round 
4  the  Earth,  and  in  confeqiknce  to  this  Princi- 
4  pie,-  fhould  refufe  Communion  with  thofe' 
4  that  believe  the  Syftem  of  Co^rnkut; 
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.  I  will  not  infill  longer  on  this  Argument, 
that  Confcience  obliges  the  Clergy  to  pray 
for  his  Majefty,  thofe  that  refufe  it  have  ei- 
ther no  Confcience  or  Erroneous  Ones,  as  has 
been  fufficiently  prov'd  ;  and  moll  of  the 
Priefls  who  grumble  at  the  Check  they  have 
receiv'd  from  the  State,  and  being  enjoy nM 
by  the  Government  to  perform  all  the  parts 
of  their  Duty,^  are  fo  far  from  thinking  in 
Confcience  they  ought  not  to  pray  for  his 
Majefty,  that  they  have  taken  an  Oath  never 
to  pray  for  the  Pretender,  that  condition  be- 
ing virtually  part  of  the  Abjuration  Oath, 
If  fuch  Injunctions  had  been  an  Innovation^ 
yet  the  Neceflity  of  them  from  the  vihble  Neg- 
ligence of  the  Inferior  Clergy  in  the  due  per- 
formance of  their  Office,  would  have  fuffici- 
ently warranted  the  making  a  Precedent  by 
the  Supremacy,  to  reform  fuch  dangerous  Abufes 
crept  into  the  Church  during  the  Lenity,  and 
Moderation  of  the  Minifters  of  one  Party, 
and  the  Faction  and  Corruption  of  the  other. 
Thefe  ill  Miniilers  have  ever  fince  Qiieea  Befs's 
Days,  under  pretence  of  a  Church  Interefl, 
promoted  Popery  and  Tyranny,  and  none  did 
it  more  than  in  the  late  bad  times.  The 
advancing  Sacbeverel  to  the  Rectory  of  HoU 
bourn,  has  given  more  Encouragement  to  Meri 
of  feditious  and  turbulent  Spirits,  than  any 
one  Act  of  Church-Government  fince  the  Re- 
ft miration,  and  the  ImpolTibiliry  of  removing 
him  is  a  perpetual  Temptation  to  the  lower 
Order  of  the  Priefl hood,  to  make  the  fame 
Attempts  againfl  the  Conjlitution  for  Prefer- 
ment. In  King  Charles  the  Firft's  Reign,  there 
^ere  three  or  four  Inllances  of  fuch  unac- 
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countable  Preaching;  indeed  the  Prielb  were 
Men  of  a  great  deal  more  Merit,  they  had 
forne  Degree  of  Senfe  and  Learning,  nor  were 
their  Morals  fo  notorioufty  corrupt,  but  the 
Condemned  Dottor  can  have  no  pretence  to  the 
Favour  of  any  Ministry,  more  than  what  cen- 
ters in  his  Faction  and  Forehead. 

Our  Hiftory  furnifhes  us  with  many  In- 
flances  of  the  Encouragement  fuch  Parfons 
have  met  with  in  bad  Times  :  As  that  of 
Dr.  Sihthorp,  an  obfeure  Vicar  before,  but  for 
Preaching  an  Aflize  or  Vifitation  Sermon,  and 
aliening,  The  King  might  impofe  Taxes  without 
Confent  of  Parliament ,  and  that  his  SubjetJs  were 
in  Confcience  hund  to  fubmit  to  his  Royal  Will  and 
Pleafure  ^  he  was  made  One  of  the  King's  Chap- 
lains, as  Parfon  St.  John  was  one  of  the  Queen's. 
Three  Years  ago  for  a  Vifitation  Sermon,  af- 
lerting, Hereditary  Right,  the  pretended  Title 
of  the  Chevalier  de  St.  George.  This  name  Sake 
of  Lord  John  BuWs  being  fent  for  from  his 
Vicarage  in  Bedford jlnre,  foon  gets  into  the  Ac- 
quaintance of  Sacheverel,  and  I  have  heard, that 
as  they  were  once  Drinking  together,  Parfon 
St.  John  askt  Parfon  Sacheverel  whether  he  had 
l- ft  his  Welch  living.  Tes,  fays  the  DocJor,  I 
have  left  it,  but  have  been  bafely  fervid  by  Floyd, 
/  expefted  that  he  jhould  have  let  me  recommend  a 
Man  for  my'  Succcffor,  and  he  gave  it  to  a  Stran- 
ger. See  now  what  a  wor thief s  Pupil  I  had,  Mr. 
St.  John  reply'd  merrily,  Pupil,  S^wcc-Box^  you 
fnould  fay,  Patron,  which  Familiarity,  the  Con* 
demnd  Dofior  was  fo  offended  at,  that  he  made 
all  the  Company  uneafy  with  his  ill  Humour ; 
and  nothing  would  fatisfy  him,  but  a  large 
Letter  from  the  new  Court  Chaplain  to  beg 
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his  Pardon,  which  the  latter,  being  his  Bro- 
ther in  Principles  and  Practices,  inbmitted  to 
write  rather  than  have  the  Difpleafure  of  a 
Perfon  of  the  Do&or's  Importance, 

Such  Divines  as  thefe  have  made  it  necefTary 
to  keep  a  watchful  Eye  .over  them,  and  re- 
ftrain  them  from  running  into  former  Extra- 
vagancies. This  has  been  always  done  in  good 
Reigns,  and  fometimes  even  in  bad  Ones,  to 
flop  the  Mouths  of  thofe  who  have  Preach'd 
the  Proteftant  Religion,  aod  the  Liberty  of 
the  Subject  The  Prerogacive  of  the  Crown, 
with  Reference  to  the  Supremacy,  having  never 
been  queltion'd,  King  James  iflued  out  Royal 
Injunctions  to  the  Clergy,  by  Virtue  of  his  Su- 
premacy. In  the  next  Reign,  the  Court  made 
ufe  of  the  High-flyers  to  carry  their  Point,  and 
eftablifh  Arbitrary  Power  ;  befides,  the  before- 
mention'd  Sibthorp,  there  were  Dr.  Manwaring, 
Dr.  Mountague,  and  others,  who  under  the 
Protection  of  Law,  preach'd  up  thofe  High- 
Church  DotJrines,  which  begat  Torijm  and  Ja- 
cobitifm,  and  moft  of  them  had  Bifhopricks 
and  Deanaries  given  them  ;  Dr.  Manwmng 
preach 'd,  That  the  King  was  bound  by  no  Laws, 
but  that  his  Royal  Will,  in  impofing  Taxes,  obliged 
the  Subjecls  Conscience  upon  pain  of  Eternal  Dam- 
nation, for  which  he  wascalFd  to  Account  by 
the  Parliament,  but  afterwards  he  was  made 
Bifhop  of  St.  David's.  Dr.  Mount  ague's  Do- 
ctrine was  every  whit  as  Orthodox,  and  his 
Fortune  the  fame,  to  be  firft  prefecuted,  and 
then  prefer'd,  having  the  Bimoprick  of  Chi- 
cbefter  given  him  for  his  Loyalty  and  Zeal  a- 
gainft  the  Conftitution.  At  the  fame  time,thas 
Dr.  Lighter  for  Preaching  fomewhat  in  Favour 
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of  Fur it am 'fin  or  Fanatkifm,  which  you  will' 
was  Sentenced  to  perpetual  Imprifonment9  Fmd 
Ten  Thoufand  Pounds,  was  Degraded,  Pillory1  d  and 
Whipped,  bad  his  Ears  cut  ojf,  bis  Nofe  /lit,  and 
his  Face  branded,  by  the  Moderation  of  King 
Charles  the  Firft,  and  the  Authority  of  his 
Supremacy.  God  forbid  !  That  ever  the  un- 
doubted Prerogative  of  the  Crown  fhould  have 
fbch  Sacrifices.  Never  will  the  moll  audacious 
Offenders  have  need  to  fear  fuch  Cruelty,  in 
a  Reign  founded  on  Principles  of  Juftice,  Truth, 
and  Liberty  -,  but  the  gentle  ways  of  Repre- 
henfion  and  InfhrucYion,  are  the  leaft  that  tur- 
bulent and  malignant  Spirits  ought  to  look 
for,  and  if  other  Methods  are  requifite,  they 
mult  thank  their  own  Obflinacy  and  Imperti- 
nence. In  King  Charles  the  Second's  Reign, 
there  was  Publifh'd,  A  Letter  to  the  Arch-Btfhop 
of  York,  accompany' d  with  Directions,  which  our 
High-Flying  Clergy  would  think  an  intolera- 
ble Incroachment  on.  their  Independancy.  The 
Reader  will  fee  by  that  JLetter,  and  thofe  Di- 
rections, how  much  King'  Charles  did  exert  his 
Supremacy  -,  and  that  his  prefent  Ma  jelly  in 
his  Royal  Injunctions  comes  far  fliort  of  it.

MOST  Reverend  Father  in  God,  We  Greet 
you  Well.  Whereas  the  bold  Abufes  and 
Extravagancies  of  Preachers  in  the  Pulpit,  have  not 
only,  by  the  Experience  of  former  Ages,  been  found 
to  tend  to  the  Difhonour  of  God,  the  Scandal  of 
Religion,  and  Difturbance  of  the  •  Peace  both  of 
Church  land  State,  but  have  alfo  (through  the  Li- 
centioufnefs  of  the  late  Times')  much  increafed,  to 
the  enfiaming,  fomenting,  and  heightning  of  the 
fad  Diftempers  and  Confupons  that  were  among 
us.  And  whereas  even  at  this  frefent,  (notwith* 
fianding  the  nfereifd  Providence  of  God,  fo  fignally 
manifefted  in  refioring  Vs  to  our  Crown,  and  our 
pious  Care  and  Endeavours  to  govern  our  Realms 
in  Peace  and  Tranquility)  the  J  aid  Abufes  do  yet 
continue  in  a  very  high  me  a  fare,  in  fundry  Parts  of 
'this  Realm,  thro7  the  hufy  Diligence  of  fome  un- 
quiet and  factious  Spirits,  who  inflead  of  Preaching 
the  pure  Word  of  God,  and  building  up  the  People 
in  Faith  and  Holinefs,  have  made  it  a  great  part 
of  their  Bufinefs  to  beget  in  the  Minds  of  their 
Hearers,  an  evil  Opinion  of  their  Governors,  by 
infinuating  Fears  and  Jealoufies,  to  difpofe  tkem 
to  difcontent,  and  to  feafon  them  with  fnch  un- 
found  and  dangerous  Principles,  as  may  lead  tkem

dle the  deep  Points  of  God's  Eternal  Counfels  and 
Decrees,  or  to  meddle  with  the  Affairs  of  State 
and  Government,  or  to  wrangle  about  Forms  and 
Geflures,  and  other  fruitlefs  Difputes  andContro- 
verfies,  ferving  rather  to  amufe  than  profit  the 
Hearers  ;  which  is  done  for  the  moft  party  and 
with  the  greatefi  Confidence,  by  fitch  Perfons  as 
leafi  under fiand  them ;  We,  out  of  our  Princely 
Care  and  Zeal  for  the  Honour  of  God,  the  Ad- 
vancement of  Piety,  Peace,  and  true  Religion,

i.r|  ^H  AT  no  Treacher s  in  their  Sermons  pre- 
JL  fume  to  meddle  with  Matters  of  State9 
to  model  new  Governments,  or  take  upon  them  to 
declare,  limit  or  hound  out  the  Power  and  Autho- 
rity of  Sovereign  Princes,  or  to  ft  ate  and  deter- 
mine the  Differences  between  Princes  and  the  Peo- 
ple ;  but  that  upon  aU  good  Occapons  they  faith- 
fully inftrucl  the  People  in  their  houndtn  Duty  of 
SubjecJion  and  Obedience  to  their  Governors,  Supe- 
rior and  Subordinate  of  all  forts,  and  to  the  Efta- 
blifb'd  Laws  according  to  the  Word  of  God,  and 
the  Doclrine  of  the  Church  of  England,  as  it  is 
contained  in  the  Homilies  of  Obedience,  and  the 
Articles  of  Religion  fet  forth  by  publick  Autho- 
rity. 

2.  That  they  be  admonifhed  not  to  fpend  their 
Time  and  Study  in  the  fearch  of  abftrufe  and  fpe- 
culative  Notions,  efpeciatty  in  and  about  the  deep 
Points  of  Eleclion  and  Reprobation,  together  with 
the  incomprehenfible  Manner  of  the  Concurrence  of 
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God's  free  Grace,  and  Maris  free  Will,  and  fuch 

other  Coniroverftes  as  depend  thereupon  ;  But  how- 
foe  ver,  that  they  pre  fume  not  pofitiuely  and  doBri' 
nally  to  determine  any  thing  concerning  the  fame, 

3.  Thai  they  forbear  in  their  Sermons  ordinarily 
and  caufekfly  to  enter  upon  the  handling  of  any 
other  Controverftes  of  lefs  Moment  and  Difficulty  : 
But  whenfoever  they  are  ocedftond^  by  Invitation 
from  the  Text  they  Breach  upon,  or  that  in  Regard 
of  the  Authority  they  Preach  unto,  it  may  feem  xe- 
quifite  or  expedient  fo  to  do  •  That  in  fuch  Cafes 
they  do  it  with  all  Modefly,  Gravity,  and  Candour, 
averting  the  Do&rine  and  Difcipline  of  the  Church 
of  England,  from  the  Cavils  and  Objefiions  of 
fuch  as  are  Adverfaries  to  either,  -without  Bitternefs, 
Railing,  Jeering,  or  other  unneceffary  or  unfeemly 
Provocation, 

4.  That  for  the  more  Edifying  of  the  People  in 
Faith  and  Godlinefs  (the  aforefaid  Abufes  laid 
afide)  all  Minifters  and  Preachers  in  their  fever  al 
refpeclive  Cures, /ball  not  only  diligently  apply  them - 
ftlves  to  Catechize  the  younger  fort,  according  as 
in  the  Book  of  Common- Prayer  is  appointed  ;  but 
alfo  fiaB,  in  their  ordinary  Sermons,  infijl  chiefly 
upon  Catechetical.  Doclrines  (wherein  are  contained 
all  the  necejjary  and  undoubted  Verities  of  Chri- 
(ii an  Religion)  declaring  withal  unto  their  Con- 
gregations, what  Influences  fuch  Doclrines  ought  to 
have  into  their  Lives  and  Converfations,  andfiir- 
ring  them  up  effeclually,  as  well  by  their  Examples 
as  their  Doclrines,  to  the  Praclice  of  fuch  Religi- 
ous and  Moral  Duties  as  are  tte  proper  Refults  of 
the.  faid  Doclrines,  as  Self- Denial,  Contempt  of 
the  Wcnld,  Humility,  Patience,  Meeknefs,  Tempe- 
rance, Juflics,  Mercy,  Obedience,  and  the  like  • 
and  to  a  Dctejlation  and  Shunning  of  Sin,  efpeci- 
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*#y  fuch  Sins  as  are  fo  Rife  among  us,  and  com- 
mon  to  the  Age  ive  live  in  ;  fitch  are  thofe  ufi/Mly 
jlyld  the  Seven  deadly  Ones  ;  In  fljort,  all  hnd  of 
Debauchery,  Senfuality,  Rebellion,  Profanencfs,  A- 
theifm,  and  the  like.     <dnd  becaufe  thofe  licentious 
Times  have  corrupted  ReVgion,    even  in  the  vtry 
Roots  and  Foundations,  that  where  thtre  is  an  Af- 
ternoon's Exercife,    it  be  efpecially  fpent  either  m 
Explaining  fome   part   of  the  Church-  Catechifmy 
or  in  Preaching  upon  fome  fv.ch  Text  of  Scripture 
as  will  properly  and  naturally  lead  to  the  handling 
of  fomething  contained  in  it,  or  may  conduce  to  the 
Expofttion  of  the  Liturgy,  and  Prayers  of  the  Church 
(as  Occafion  flmll  be  offtfd)   the  only  Caufe  they 
grew  into  Contempt  atnongfi   the  People  being  this7 
that  they  were  not  under  flood.      That  alfo  the  Mi- 
ni ft  er,  as  often  as  conveniently  he  can,    read  the 
Prayers  him j elf  •    and  rrhen  he  cannot  fo  do,  he 
procure  or  provide  fome  fit  Perfon  in  Holy  Orders^ 
who  may  do  it  with  that  Gravity,   DiftincJnefs, 
Devotion,  and  Reverence,  as  becomes  fo  Holy  an 
Aclion.     And  whenfoever  by  Rcafon  of  his  Infir- 
mity, or  the  Concurrence  of  other  Offices^  the  time 
may  feem  too  ftort,   or  he  unable  to  perform  the 
Office  of  both  Prayers  and  Sermon  at  length,  Lis 
rather  ftm ten  his  Difcouffe  or  SeVmon,  than  omit 
any  thing  of  the  Prayers,  left  he  incur  the  Penalty 
of  the  Aft  for  Vniformiiy,  requiring  them  to  be  read 
according  as  the  Book  direcls. 

5.  And  further,  Our  Will  and  Pleafure  is,  That 
all  Minifters  within  their  fever al  Cures,  be  enjoy r^d 
publicity  to  read  over  unto  the  People,  fuch  Canons 
as  are  or  {hail  be  in  Force,  at  leaft  onee>  and  the 
Ihirty-nine  Articles  twice  every  Tear,  to  the  End 
they  may  the  better  underfland,  and  be  the  more 
thoroughly  Acquainted  with  the  Doftrine  and  Difci- 
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pline  of  the  Church  of  England,  and  not  fo  eafily 
drawn  away  from  it  as  formerly  they  have  been. 

6,  Since  Preaching  was  not  anciently  the  Work 
of  every  Priefl,  but  was  rejlrain'd  to  the  chcicefl 
Perfons  for  Gravity,  Prudence,  and  Learning  •■ 
the  Arch-  Bifhops  and  Bifhops  of  this  Kingdom,  are 
to  take,  great  Care  whom  they  Licenfe  to  Preach; 
and  that  all  Grants  and  Licences  of  this  kind  here- 
tofore made  by  any  Chancellor ,  Official,  Commiffary, 
or  other  fecular  Per  fen  (who  are  pre  fumed  not  to  be 
fo  competent  Judges  in  Matters  of  this  Nature) 
-be  accounted  Void  and  Null,  unlefs  the  fame  fhall 
likewife  be  allow' d  by  the  Arch-Bifoop,  or  the  Bi/bop 
of  the  Diocefs,  and  that  all  Licences  of  Preachers 
hereafter  to  be  made  or  granted  by  any  Arch-Bifhop 
or  Bifhop,  (hall  be,  only  during  Plea  jure,  other  wife 
to  be  void  to  all  Intents  and  Purpofes,  as  if  the 
fame  had  never  been  made  or  granted. 

7.  Laftly,  'That  for  the  better  obfervin^  of  the 
Lord's- Day  ^  (too  much  neglecledef  late,)  they  fhall, 
as  by  often  and  ferious  Admonitions,    and  fharp 
Reproofs,  endeavour  to  draw  off  People  from  fuch 
Idle,  Debauched,  and  profane  Courfes  as  dijhonour 
God,  bring  a  ScanJet  I  on   Religion,  and  Contempt 
on  the  Laws  and  Authority,  Eccltfiaftical  and  Civil, 
fo  [Jjall  they  very   eameftly  perfwade  them  to  fre- 
quent Divine  Service  on  the  Lord's- Day,  and  0- 
ther  Feftivals  appointed  ty  the  Church  to  be  kept 
Solemn.     And  in  cafe  any  P  erf  on  float  I  Re  fort  unto 
any  Tavern,  Ale-Houfej  or  ufe  any  unlawful  Sports 
'and  Excrafes  on  fuch  Days^  the  Minifler  fhall  ex- 
hat  thoje  which  are  in  Authority,  in  their  fever al 
Panfhcs  and  Congregations,  cart  fully  to-  look  after 
fuch  Offenders  in  any  kind  whatfotver,  together  with 
ail  ihofe  that  Abet,    Receive  or  Entertain  them, 
that    they  may  be  proceeded  againfi  according   to 
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the  Lam  and  Quality  of  their  Offences,  that  all 
fucb  Vi for  den  may  for  the  time  to  come  he  pre- 
vented.

Twelve  Years  after  was  Publifh'd, 

A  Royal  Order  of  the  fameTenour  with  the 
former,  nay,  fo  far  did  King  Charles  exert 
his  Supremacy,that  he  not  only  gave  out  his  In- 
junctions as  to  the  Cut  and  Size  of  Minifters 
Kair  and  Perukes,  but  Admonitions  and  Infini- 
tums how  the  Clergy  fhould  behave  themfelves 
as  to  the  manner  of  Preaching,  forbidding  them 
to  read  their  Sermons  j  a  Hardfhip,  that  wou'd, 
if  enjoyn'd  at  this  time,  filence  Sacheverel,  and 
the  reft  of  them,  who  doubtlefs  could  as  well 
live  their  Leflbns,  as  learn  them  without  Book. 
The  Duke  of  Monmouth  was  then  Chancellor 
of  the  Univerfity  of  Cambridge,  and  'twas  by 
bis  Royal  Father's  Command  that  he  wrote 
them  the  following  Letter, 


E  2  Mr. 
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/Wr.Vice-Chancellor 
and  Gentlemen. 

IS  Majefiy  having  taken  Notice  of  the 
Liberty  which  fever al  Perfons  in  Holy 
Orders  have  taken  to  wear  their  Hair  and 
Perukes  of  an  unufual,  unbecoming  Lengthy 
hath  commanded  me  to  let  you  know,  that  he 
is  much  diff  leafed  therewith ;  and  fir  icily  en- 
joins, that  all  fuch  Perfons  as  frofefs  or  in- 
tend the  Study  of  Divinity,  do  for  the  future 
wear  their  Hair  in  a  manner  more  fuitable 
to  the  Gravity  and  Sobriety  of  their  Profejfi- 
on,  and  the  Difiinction  which  was  always 
maintain1  d  between  the  Habits  of  Men  de- 
voted to  the  Minifiry,  and  other  Perfons. 

And  whereas  His  Majefiy  is  informed, 
That  the  Practice  of  reading  Sermons  is  ge- 
nerally taken  up  by  the  Preachers  before  the 
'Vniverfity,  and  therefore  fometimes  conti- 
nued, even  before  himfelf,  His  Majefiy  hath 
commanded  me  to  fignify  to  you  his  Plea/ure, 
That  thefaid  Practice  (which  took  beginning 

with 
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with  the  Diforders  of  the  late  Times)  be  laid 
afide,  and  that  the  aforefaid  Preachers  deli- 
ver their  Sermons  both  in  Latin  and  Eng- 
lifh  by  Memory,  or  without  Book,  as  being 
a  way  of  Preaching,  which  His  Majefiy  judg- 
eth  mofi  agreeable  to  the  V/e  of  all  Foreign 
Churches,  and  to  the  Cuflom  of  the  Vniver- 
fity  heretofore,  and  the  Nature  and  Intend- 
ment of  that  Holy  Exercife, 

And  that  His  Majefiy  s  Command  in  the 
Premifes  may  be  duly  regarded  and  obferved, 
His  further  Pleafure  is,  That  the  Names  of 
all  fuch  Ecclefiaflick  Perfons  as  fhall  wear 
their  Hair  as  heretofore  in  an  unfitting  Jmi* 
tat  ion  of  the  Fajhions  of  Laymen,  or  that 
Jhall  continue  the  prefent  fupine  and  flothful 
way  of  Preaching,  bejrom  time  to  time  figni- 
fied  unto  me  by  the  Vice-Chancellor/ir  the 
time  being,  upon  Pain  of  His  Majefiy V  Dif- 
pleafure. 

Having  in  Obedience  to  His  Majefiy' }s 
Will,  Jignified  thus  much  unto  you  ;  I  fhall 
not  doubt  of  your  ready  Compliance^  and  the 
rather,  becaufe  His  Majefiy  intends  to  fend 
the  fame  Injunctions  very  fpeedily  to  the  IJni- 
verfity  of  Oxford,  whom  I  am  affured  you 
will  equal  as  in  all  other  Excellencies ,  fo 
in  Obedience  to  the  Kjng,  efpecially  when  his 
Command  tends  fo  much  to  the  Honour  and 
Efleem  of  that  Renowned  Vniverfity,  whofe 
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Welfare  is  fo  heartily  defir*d7  and /hall  always 
he  endeavoured  by

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How  wou'd  our  Murmurers  grumble,  if  they 
were  oblig'd  to  gee  their  Sermons  by  Heart  ? 
What  an  Innovation  wou'd  that  be  reckon'd? 
Into  what  Danger  wou'd  it  bring  the  Church, 
when  it  would  flop  the  Mouths  of  more  Ml* 
niflers  than  were  Silenc'd  by  that  mod  Chri- 
ftian  Statute  call'd,  The  Bartholomew  Aft.  The 
Modern  Grumblers  are  angry,  becaufe  they 
are  not  allow'd  to  preach  what  they  wou'd  to 
the  endangering  the  Peace  of  the  State  ^  how 
wou'd  they  be  enrag'd  at  an  Order,  which 
wou'd  hinder  nine  Parts  in  Ten  of  them  from 
Preaching  at  all  ?  For  fuch  an  Injunction  wou'd 
fall  heavy,  only  on  thofe  who  not  having 
their  Doctrines  at  Heart,  wou'd  be  fadly  put 
to  it,  to  keep  it  in  their  Memories. 

How  the  Clergy  of  the  fame  Stamp  behav'd 
themfelves  in  that  Reign,  may  be  feen  by  the 
Bundles  of  Sermons  Preach'd  and  Printed  to 
celebrate  the  30th  of  Ja-nuary,  and  the  2£th 
of  May,  In  which  every  Word  tends  to  fet 
the  Proteltants  of  England  together  by  the 
Ears. 

None  diftinguifh'd  himfelf  more  in  this 
kind  than  Thotxpfon  of  Brijlol,  who  fet  him- 
felf up  to  be  the  AfTertor  of  Vefpotick  Govern- 
ment, and  in  Defiance  of  the  Laws,  revil'd 
the  Conftitution,  inltead  of  Preaching  Religion 
and  Virtue,  for  which  he  was  alfo  had  be- 
fore the  Houfe  of  Commons,  and  brought  up- 
on his  Knees  at  the,  Bar3  but  foon  after  Re- 
warded with  the  Deanary  of  that  City,  where 
he  had  difperft  his  Poifon. 

What  is  later  in  our  Memory,  is  the  De- 
claration of  King  James  the  Second,  who  no 
doubt  was  as  Scrupulous  of  invading  the  $u* 

fremacy 


premacy  of  the  Pope,  which  the  High-Church 
Independants  imply  in  their  new  Preten(ions3 
as  any  of  them  cou'd  be;  yet  that  their  darl- 
ing Prince  has  fhewn,  how  Supream  over 
them  he  took  himfelf  to  be,  tho?  they  will 
not  allow  a  Protefiant  King  the  fame  Prero- 
gative.

To  the  mod  Reverend  Fathers  in  God, 
William  Lord  Arch-Bifhop  of  Canter* 
bury,  Primate  of  all  England  and  Me- 
tropolitan; and  John  Lord  Arch-Bifhop 
of  Tork,  Primate  of  England  and  Me- 
tropolitan. 

JAMES  R, 

MOST  Reverend  Fathers  in  God,  We  Greet 
you  Well.  Whereas  the  bold  Abufes,  and 
Extravagancies  of  Preachers  in  the  Pulpit,  have 
not  only  by  the  Experience  of  former  Ages  been 
found  to  tend  to  the  Di (honour  of  God,  the 
Scandal  of  Religion,  and  Difturbance  of  the 
Pesce  both  of  Church  and  State  ^  but  did  alfo 
(thro"*  the  Licentioufnefs  of  the  late  Rebellions  times*) 
much  Increafe,  to  the  inflaming^  fomenting,  and 
beightning  of  the  fad  Diftempers  and  Confuftons 
that  were  then  among  us :  And  whereas,  even  at 
this  prefent  (  notwithstanding  the  merciful  Provi- 
dence of  God%  fo  ftgnally  manifefled  in  Reftoring 
our  Royal  Family,  and  the  lawful  Government  of 
ibefe  Realmsi    and  putting  an  End  to  the  great 
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Rebellion,  and  notwithflanding  the  pious  Care  arte) 
Endeavours  of  our  late  dear  Brother,  and  our  ft  If 
ever  fince,  to  govern  our  Realms  in  Peace  and 
Tranquility )  it  may  jujlly  be  feared,  that  in  fun- 
dry  Farts  of  this  Realm,  there  want  not  Men  of 
unquiet  and  factious  Spirits,  who  inftcad  of 
Preaching  the  pure  Word  of  God,  and  build- 
ing up  the  People  in  Faith  and  Holinefs,  will  (if 
they  be  not  reftraitfd)  triage  it  a  great  part  of 
their  Bufinefs  to  beget. in  the  Mindl  of  their 
Hearers,  an  evil  Opinion  of  their  Governours, 
by  iniinuating  Fears  and  Jealoufies,  to  difpofe 
them  to  Dif content,  and  to  feafon  them  with  fuch 
tmfound  and  dangerous  Principles,  as  may  lead 
them  into  Difobedience,  Schifm,  and  Rebellion: 
And  whereas  alfo  fundry  young  Divines,  and 
Preachers,  either  cut  of  a  Spirit  of  Contention 
and  Contradiction,  or  in  a  vain  Oflentation  of 
their  Learning,  take  upon  them  in  their  popular 
Sermons,  to  handle  the  deep  Points  of  God's  Eternal 
Councils  and  Decrees,  or  to  meddle  with  the 
Affairs  of  State  and  Government,  or,  to  wran- 
gle about  Forms  and  Geftures,  and  other  fruit- 
lefs  Difputes  and  Controverfies,  ferving  ra- 
ther to  amufe  than  profit  the  Hearers  *'  which 
is  done,  for  the  moft  part,  and  with  the  greateft 
Confidence,  by  fuch  Perfons  as  leaft  under-, 
ftand  them  :  We,  out  of  our  Princely  Care  and 
ZcaI,  for  the  Honour  of  God0  the  Advancement. 
of  Piety,  Peace,  and  true  Religion,  and  for  ths 
preventing  for  the  future,  as  much  ays  lieth  in  usy 
the  many  and  great  Jnconveniencies  and  Mifchiefs 
that  will  unavoidably  tnfue,  if  a  timely  Stop  be 
not  given  to  thefe  and  the  like  growing  Abufes  f 
do,  according  to  the  Examples  of  fever al  of  our 
Prediceffors  of  Bleffed  Memory,  by  thefe  our  fpecial 
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Letters  Jlraitly  Charge  and  Command  you,  to  ufe 
your  utmofl  Care  and  Diligence,  that  thefe  Dire- 
ctions ,  which  upon  long  and  ferious  Conftderation^ 
our  late  dear   Brother  thought  good  to  give  con- 
cerning  Preachers,  (Anno    1662.)  and  which  we 
upon  like  Confideration  have  approvd,  and  caused 
to  be  Reprinted,    and  herewith  fent  unto  you%    he 
from  henceforth  duly  and  ftr icily  obferv'd  by  all  the 
Bifhops,  and  Others  concerned  therein  within  your 
Provinces     And  to  this  End  our  Will  and  Plea- 
fure  is,  That  you  forthwith  fend  them  Copies  of 
thefe  our  Direclions^  to  be  by  them  fpeedily  com- 
municated  to  every  Parfon9  Vicar,  Curate,  Leclurer, 
and  Preacher  in  every  Cathedral,  Collegiate,  and 
Parity- Church  within  their  fever al  Dioceffes :  And 
that  you  earneftly  require  them  to  employ  their  ut- 
moft  Endeavour  for   the  due  Obfervation  of  the 
fame,   whereof  we  (hall  expecl  a  flricJ  Account, 
both  of  you,  and  every  one  of  them  :  And  thefe 
our  Letters  fhaU  be  your  fuffcient  Warrant  and 
Difcharge  in  that  Behalf.

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Let  us  examine  how  exactly  thiscomphintof 
King  James  the  Second,  which  has  Relation 
to  the  Orthodox  only  (for  the  Fanaticks  had  not 
a  Houfe  to  put  their  Heads  in)  agrees  with 
the  High-Flyers  of  our  times  ;  and  by  that  we 
ihall  fee  under  what  Neceffity  all  Governments 
will  think  themfelves  to  reftrain  the  Licenti- 
oufnefs  of  the  Pulpit,  ss  well  as  how  they  look 
upon  themfelves  authoriz'd  to  do  it. 

Whereas  the  bold  Abufes  and  Extravagancies,  of 
Preachers  in  the  Pulpit,  have  been  found  to  tend  to 
the  Dishonour  of  Cod,  the  Scandal  of  Religion \  and 
Difturbance  of  the  Peace  both  of  Church  and  State  9 
to  ufe  King  James's  own  Words.  Was  there 
ever  a  time  when  any  Clergymen  were  guilty 
of  more  Abufes  and  Extravagancies  than  thofe 
I  have  already  mention'd,  in  our  own  Days, 
to  be  the  Incendiaries  of  the  Nation?  Is  there 
in  Story  a  match  for  Sacheverei,  conddenng 
how  in/tgnificant  and  worthlefs  he  is  in  him- 
felf  ?  yet,  what  a  boftle  has  he  made  only  by 
his  Extravagancies  and  Invectives  In  the  Pal- 
pit?  Again, 

It  may  be  juftly  feared,  that  in  fundry  Parts  of 
this  Realm,  there  want  not  Men  of  Facliom,  and 
unquiet  Sprits,  who  injlead  of  Preaching  the  pxre 
Word  of  God%  and  building  up  the  People  in  Faith 
and  Holinefs  •  will,  if  they  be  not  ReltrainVJ, 
make  it  a  great  part  of  their  Buftnefs  to  beget  in 
the  Minds  of  their  Hearers,  an  evil  Opinion  of 
their  Governours. .  Pray  mind,  all  this  is  faid 
of  thofe  Prkfts,  who  now  cry  aloud  and  fpare 
not,  for  the  indefeasible,  unalienable  Title  of 
that  Prince,  againfl  whom  they  then  indeavourd 
to  fet  the  People  by  infinuatwg  Fears  and  Jealou- 
fjes^  to  difpofe  them   to  Discontent,  and  to  feafon 
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fhent  with  fuch  unfound  and  dangerous  Principles^ 
m  may  lead  them  into  Disobedience  and  Rebellion. 
Thus  it  appears,  thafc  thefe  feditious  Preachers 
are  not  reaily  concern'd  for  the  juftice  of  the 
Title  or  Prerogative  of  the  Crown,  but  declare 
themfelves  for  or  againfl:  it,  as  it  ferves  their 
purpofe  :  How  agreeable  is  this  mutinous 
pifpofition  of  theirs  in  King  James's  Reign, 
to  their  late  Practices.  The  Reverend  and 
Learned  Bifhop  of  Salisbury  in  his  Speech,  when 
the  Incendiary  was  on  his  Trial,  will  put  the 
matter  in  a  clear  Light,  and  juftify  all  that  \ 
have  laid  or  fnall  fay  on  this  Head.  His  Lord- 
fhip fpeaking  of  thofe  of  the  Clergy,  who  de- 
cry'd  Revolution- Principles ,  and  damn'd  all  King 
William's  Friends,  as  Sacheverel  did  the  Dif- 
fenters.  Thefe  Notions,  fays  his  Lordfhip,  Have 
been  long  let  run  among  us.  c  They  have  ap- 
4  peard  in  a  molt  violent  unguarded  manner, 
c  ever  fince  the  Attempt  of  the  Pretender  •  and 
c  more  of  late,  Once  the  Preliminaries,  upon 
c  the  Over-tore- for  a  Peace,  feenis  to  extin- 
c  guilh  their  Hopes.  His  Lordfhip  does  not 
piean  the  BUfJcd  Treaty  of  Vtrecht^  but  thofe 
of  the  Hague  and  Gertrudenhurg,  which  were 
then  a  Foot.  He  proceeds,  l  what  Sermons  on 
fc  this  Head  were  preach'd  in  this  City,  at  the 
c  Affizes  at  Bath%  and  at  many  Cathedrals  ? 
c  Furious  Men  fit  themfelves.  with  fome  hot 
c  Sermons,  which  they  carry  about  from  place 
*  to  place,  to  poifon  the  Nation.  This  has 
c  not  only  the  vifible  Effect  defign'd  by  it,  of 
6  making  many  in  their  Allegiance  to  the' 
6  Queen,  and  in  their  adhering  to  the  Prote- 
4  ilant  Succefiion  j  but  it  has  a  curfed  Effect  on 
4  many  ethers,   on  whom   this  their  Delign 
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e  does  not  fucceecL  Is  there  a  better  Judge  of 
this  Matter  than  this  excellent  Prelate  ?  And 
here  we  may  learn,  that  the  cor  rapt  Clergy 
do  not  only  fhake  Men  in  their  Loyalty  to  the 
prefe.nt  Government,  but  are  a  main  Occafion 
of  the  increafing  of  Infidelity  and  Immorality  ; 
for  his  Lordlhip  continues,  'lam  very  fenfible, 
*  there  is  a  great  Deal  of  Impiety  and  Infidelity 
4  now  fpread  thro'  the  Nation.  This  gives 
4  every  good  Mind  all  pofiible  Horror ;  but  I 
€  muft  tell  your  Lordfhips,  on  what  a  great 
4  Part  of  it  is  founded  ^  for  fince  my  Conver- 
4  fation  with  Wilmot  Earl  of  Rccbefter,  I  have 
4  had  many  Occafions  to  difcourfe  with  Perforis 
4  tainted  with  thofe  wicked  Principles ;  and  I 
4  do  affirm  it,  that  the  greateft  Prejudice 
4  thefe  Perfons  have  at  Religion,  at  the  Clergy, 
4  and  at  the  publick  Worfhip  of  God,  is  this, 
4  that  they  fay,  they  fee  Clergymen  take  Oaths, 
4  and  ufe  all  Prayers,  both  Ordinary  and  Ex- 
4  traordinary,  for  the  Government;  and  yet  ia 
4  their  A&ings  and  Difcourfes,  and  of  late  in 
4  their  Sermons,  they  fhew  vifibly  that  they 
4  look  another  Way,  from  whence  they  con- 
4  elude,  they  are  a  mercenary  Sort  of  People  with- 
4  out  Conscience.  And  are  thefe  mercenary 
Men, the  Weltotfs,  Higgins,  BrettsySmitb\Swift9st 
&c.  mended  by  the  late  Miniftry  >  Are  they 
grown  more  obedient  to  the  Laws,  more  duti- 
ful to  the  Government  ?  Are  their  Confciences 
lefs  fear'd,  and  do  their  Oaths  flick  more  up- 
on them  ?  Have  they  not  renew'd  them  ?  And 
yet  how  have  the  Auditories  of  St.  Andrews^ 
Sepulchres,  White-Chapped  and  St.  Paul's  it  felf 
been  enflam'd  with  feditions  Notions,  and  Do- 
ctrines of  Difobedience  ?   Should  they  be  let 

run 
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run  ftill,  and  be  left  to  make  fure  our  Ruin 
without  Controul  ?  Shall  the  Merit  of  the  Obe- 
dient and  Pious  cover  the  Shame,  and  excufe  the 
Guilt  of  the  Wicked  and  Difobedient  ?  I  con- 
fers, this  Argument  pleads  ftrongeft  for  them, 
and  might  prevail,  if  there  appear'd  the  leaft 
Sign  of  Remorfe  and  Repentance.  His  Lord- 
fhip  proceeds :    L  I  hope,  there  are  not  many 

*  of  the  Clergy  that  are  fo  corrupted  and  fo 
'  fcandalous  ,  I  am  fure,  I  know  a  great  many 
*that  are  far  otherwise,  who  preach,  fpeak, 

*  and  a£t,  as  they  fwear  and  pray  •  but  thofe 
c  who  act  in  another  Way  are  noifie  and  impu- 
*dent,    and  fo  bring  an   Imputation  on  the 

*  whole  Body  ■  and  unlefs  an  effectual  Stop  is 

*  put  to  this  Diftemper,  it  is  not  pofTible  to 

*  forefee  all  the  ill  Gonfequences  that  may  fol- 
c  low  upon  it.  Is  there  any  more  likely  Way 
to  put  an  effectual  Stop  to  it,  than  by  the 
Government's  Oiewing  its  Difpleafure,  and  ex- 
erting its  Authority?  And  thofe  who  doubt 
the  Prerogative  of  the  Crown  in  this  Cafe, 
do  it  very  plainly,  not  on  Account  of  its  Su- 
premacy, but  its  Title.  They*  are  therefore  to  be 
lookt  on  as  its  Enemies;  and  if  they  are  not 
treated  as  fuch,  but  as  humourfome  and  re- 
fra&ary  Sons  of  a  mild  forgiving  Father,  per- 
haps fuch  Mildnefs  may  be  as  fatal  as  their 
Difobedience,  by  encouraging  them  to  con- 
tinue it. 

There  is  one  Thing  in  King  James's  De- 
claration very  much  to  our  prefent  Purpofe, 
which  is,  that  the  greatelt  Offenders  are  the 
molt  ignorant  of  this  Order  -5  the  Dottor  him- 
felf  has  the  Character,  and  ever  had,  of  be- 
ing as  empty  as  he's  impudent.     And  fuch  of 

the 
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the  Clergy,  who  have  not  Learning,  Reafon, 
nor  Virtue  to  recommend  them,  exped  to 
make  up  for  all  thofe  Wants  by  an  affeded 
inflammatory  Zeal.  King  James  fays  the  fame 
Thing,  This  is  done  for  the  tnoft  fan  and  with 
the  greatefi  Confidence  by  Juch  Per  Jons  as  leaft  un- 
derftand  them.  Can  any  one  imagine,  that  a 
Country  Curate  or  Rural  Redor  fhould  be 
well  informed  of  the  Rights  of  Princes,  the 
Nature  of  Conftitutions,  the  Prerogatives  of 
Crowns,  and  the  Duty  of  Subjeds,  efpecially  ' 
when  they  pradife  the  latter  fo  whimsically 
and  erroneously.  Yet  from  thefe  it  is,  that 
the  Nation  is  infeded  with  poifonous  Notions 
in  Politicks,  and  have  their  Minds  aliesated 
from  their  Affedion  to  his  Majefty's  Go- 
vernment. AD  wife  States  will  not  fuffer  the 
Priefthood  to  meddle  with  this  Affair  •  the 
Venetians  banifh  them  from  their  Counfels  ^ 
the  Dutch  forbid  them  to  concern  themfelves 
with  State  Matters.  And  they  take  Care  in 
France  not  to  give  the  leaft  Offence  ^  if  they 
fhould,  they  would  focn  find  his  moil  Chri- 
ftian  Majefty  as  Supream  as  ever  our  King 
Harry  was. 

If  any  of  thefe  political  Dodors  did  fhew 
by  their  Lives  and  Conversations  they  were 
in  earned:,  one  would  pity  them,  but  that's 
impoffible,  not  a  Man  of  ?em  can  abjure  the 
Tretender^  and  preach  againft  his  Majefty's  Par- 
liamentary Title,  but  he  mull:  be  a  rnoft  a- 
bounded  Hypocrite,  and  notorioufly  perjur'd. 
One  cannot  exped  Honour,  Morals  or  Merit 
in  fuch  a  Creature,  and  yet  (hall  he  be  thought 
too  facred  for  the  Laws  to  take  hold  of  him„ 
becaufe  he  wears  a  Coat  which  he  difgraces. 
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I  ttiuft  needs  own,  I  do  by  all  fuch  Perfons' 
as  the  Law  requires  fhou'd  be  done  with  any 
of  'em  convicted  of  Crimes,  degrade  them 
before  they  are  punifrVd.  I  {trip  'em  in  my 
Mind  of  the  Cloth  to  which  Reverence  is  due, 
and  to  which  by  their  Guilt  they  are  not  at  all 
entitled,  and  pafs  that  Cenfare  on  them  which 
their  Actions  deferye.  I  am  not  for  turning 
a  Laick  into  a  Prieft,  purely  toexpofe  him  as 
in  the  Character  of  Sir  John  Brute,  but  for 
taking  off  his  Sheeps  Clothing,  before  I  hunt 
him  as  a  Wolf.  For  t  maintain,  a  good  Church- 
man  may  charge  the  Priefts  withDeiigns  againft 
the  Government,  when  fo  many  Proofs  are 
given  of  it,  without  loofing  any  Part  of  his 
Deference  for  the  venerable  Body.  'Tis  in- 
deed the  Intereft  of  the  Offenders  to  conceal 
themfelves  among  the  Innocent  }  but  when 
they  are  fet  apart,  one  may  furely  attack 
them,  without  injuring  the  others.  And 
this  has  been  practis'd  by  the  molt  begot- 
ted  People,  the  Taftfls.  The  lazy  illiterate 
Priefthood  have  never  efcap'd  the  juft  Senfe  of 
the  bed  Writers  ;  Le  Bruyere  gives  a  Defcrip- 
tion  of  one  of  them,  for  which  1*11  engage  to 
bring  Ten  Parallels  among  our  dignify  M  Poli- 
tical High- Flying  Clergy.  A  brisk  jolly  Pried, 
fays  he  in  his  Chapter  of  Certain  Cufioms,  c  Who 
c  is  as  healthy  as  he  can  wifh  himfelf,  is  Rector 
6  of  fuch  a  Parlm,  and  (its  in  his  Lac'd  Surplis 
c  amongft  the  Judges  and  Magistrates  in  the 
c  bed  place  of  the  Church,  where  he  ends  the 
4  Digeftion  of  a  plentiful  Dinner,  while  a  Monk 
1  or  a  Fryar  leaves  his  Defart  or  his  Cell  5 
■  which  Decency,  and  his  Vow  fhould  confine 
'  him  to,  and  comes  to  Preach  before  him  and 
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*  his  Flock,  and  is  paid  for  his  Sermon,  as  for 
c  a  piece  of  Stuff.  The  Novelty  and  Unex- 
4  pe&ednefs  of  fuch  a  cenfure  flarties  you ;  you 
'  wonder  at  the  Impertinence  ot  it,  and  are 
4  ready  to  ask  me,  whether  I  would  deprive 
1  this  Pried,  and  his  whole  Parilh  from  hear- 
4  ing  the  Word  of  God,  and  receiving  the 
c  Bread  of  Life:  No,  by  no  means  I  would  have 
4  him  preach  that  Word,  and  deal  that  Bread 

*  of  Life  to  them  himfelf  at  all  times,  and  in 
c  all  Places,  in  Pnblick,  and  in  Private,  in  the 
'Churches,  in  the  Market,  and  on  the  Houfe 
4  Tops.  And  I  would  have  none  to  pretend 
c  to  fo  great,  and  fo  laborious  an  Office  •  but 
4  with  an  Intent,  and  a  Capacity  of  deferving 
'the  large  Offerings,  and  great  Retributions 
'  that  are  belonging  to  it. 

What  an  Inftance  of  this  Pious,  Lazinefs, 
and  Holy  Luxury  is  the  Condemn  d  Doftor,  who 
as  foon  as  ever  the  late  bad  (Managers  imposed 
him  upon  a  Parilh^  that  hates  him,  order?d 
the  Bells  that  rung  for  Six  a  Clock  Prayers  to 
be  lilenc'd,  for  that  they  diflurb'd  him  in  his 
firft  Sleep,  which  he  feldom  begins 'till  Morn- 
ing. His  Luxurious  way  of  Living,  is  as  well 
known  as  his  infufferable  Infolence  :  Yet  this 
worthlefs  Re&br  do  the  Faction  indulge  in  his 
Pride,  own  him  as  their  Head,  and  pay  him 
the  Veneration  that  would  fcarce  be  due  to  an 
A  pottle,  which  he  has  not  one  Character  of^ 
This  Man,  who  pampers  himfelf  Daily,  and 
fattens  on  the  Revenues  of  one  of  the  bell 
Parifhes  in  England^  feeds  his  Vanity  with 
the  Shouts  of  an  ignorant  Rabble,whom  he  does' 
his  atmoft  to  keep  warm  in  their  Difguft  to 
life  Government,  knowing  that  as  foon  as  anf 
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end  is  put, to  Faclion,  there's  an  end  of  his 
Merit,  and  he'll  become  as  general  an  Objed  of 
Hatred  or  Contempt,  as  he  is  now  of  Ap- 
plaufe  and  Value  with  thofe  ftupid  Animals. 

I  mention  the  Vice's  of  thefe  Factious  Priefts, 
to  (hew,  that  they  impofe  upon  the  World 
when  they  pretend  to  any  concern  for  our 
Church  and  Religion  *,  and  I  take  no  more  Li- 
berty with  them,  than  the  honeft  Frenchman 
before  fpokeri  of,    Mr.  Le  Bruyere^  who  fays 
further,    perfonating  a  Prieft  of  this  make, 
"  Shall  the  Chanter  pretend  to  make  me  arife 
to  Mattins  ?  And  am   not  1  Mafier  of  the 
Quire  ?  My  Predeceffor   never  went  there  ? 
Sure  I  am  no  worfe  a  Man  than  he  was  ? 
Should  I  fuffer  my  Dignity  to  be  underva- 
lue while  I   am  in  PofTeffion  of  it  ?   Or 
fhould  I  leave  it  to  my  Succeffor  fuch  as  I 
found  it  ?  'Tis  not,  fays  the  Prebendary^  my 
own  Interefl;,  but  my  Prebends  that  I  regard. 
It  would  be  very  hard  that  I  fhould  be  ty'd 
to  hear  the  Service,  while  the  Treafurer,  the 
Arch-  Deacon,  and  the  Grand  Vicar  think  thern- 
felves  exempt  from  it.     1  have  a  great  deal 
of  Reafon,  fays  the  Dean%   to  demand  my 
Dues,  though  I  never  come  to  Prayers.  Have 
not  1  flept  all  Night  for  thefe  twenty  Years 
without  being  difturb'd  ?  I  will  go  on  in  my 
own  way,  and  my  carriage  lhall  always  be 
anfwerable  to  my  Dignity  :  Elfe,  what  fhould 
I  get  by  being  chief  of  the  Chapter  ?  My  ex- 
ample can  be  of  no  confequence.   Thus  eve- 
ry one  ftrives  to  be  exempt  from  praifing 
fc  God,   and  to  fhew  by  a  long  and  continued 
£  Courfe^    that  he  is  under  no  Obligation  of 
/  doing  it.    There  cannot  be  a  greater,    nor 
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a  more  fervent  Emulation  than  there  is  be- 
twixt them,    for  abfenting  themfdves  from 
Divine  Service.     The  Bells  are  heard  in  a  (till 
Night,  and  the  fame  Harmony  which  wakes 
the  (inging  Men  and  Chorifters  ferve  to  lull 
the  Canons  into  an  eafy  and  pleafanc  Sleep, 
which  produces  no  Dreams,  bi^t   what  are 
Delightful.    They  rife  up  late,  they  go  to 
Church,  and  receive  their  Salary  for  taking 
their  Eafe  \    And  who  would  grudge  it,  if 
they  lov'd  our  Peace,    as  well  as  their  own 
Eafe ;  If  they  would  be  fatisfy'd  with  taking 
their  Dues,  and  not  pretend  to  ride  thofe, 
they  are  to  lead  only  *,  If  they  would  not  keep 
up  Animoiities,  and  weaken  the  Conftitution, 
by  fomenting  our  Divifions  ?  That  too  many 
of  them  do  this,  is  too  well  known  to  need 
any  Remembrance  here  •,  and  it  is  this  grie- 
vance,   which  after  a  Forbearance  of  ieveral 
Years,  the  Government  has  thought  neceflary 
to  Redrefs  by  the  following  .Injunctions,    in 
imitation   of   former    Governments    on   the 
like  Occafion  :  Inftances  of  which  I  have  given, 
and  could  give  many  more  were  not  thefe 
fufficient. 
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Pirections  to  our  Arch-Bifhops,  and 
Bifliops,  for  the  Preferving  of  Unity 
in  the  Church,  and  the  Purity  of  the 
Chriftian  Faith,  concerning  the  Holy 
Trinity  ;  and  alfo  for  Preferving  the 
Peace  and  Quiet  of  the  State.

OST  Reverend,  and  Right  Reverend  Fa- 
thers in  God,  we  Greet  you  Well.  Where- 
as we  are  given  to  under  ft  and,  that ,  there  have  of 
late  been  great  Differences  among  fome  of  the 
Clergy  of  this  Our .  Realm,  about  their  ways  of 
exprefftng  themfelves  in  their  Sermons  and  Wri- 
tings concerning  the  DoBrine  of  the  Bleffed  Tri* 
nity  :  And  whereas  alfo  unufual  Liberties  have  been 
taken  by  fever  al  of  the  faid  Clergy,  in  intermed- 
ling  wtth  the  Affairs  of  State  and  Government, 
and  the  Conftitution  of  the  Realm,  both  which  may 
be  of  very  dangerous  Conference,  if  not  timely 
prevented :  We  therefore,  out  of  our  Princely  Care 
and  Zeal  for  the  Prefervation  of  the  Peace  and 
V nity  of  ths  Church,  together  with  the  Purity  of  the 
Chriftian  Faith,  and  alfo  for  preferving  the  Peace 
and  'Quiet  of  the  Stat&,  have  thought  fit  to  fend 
you  thefe  following  Direclions,  which  we  ftraitly 
charge  and  command  you  to  Publifh,  and  to  fee 
that  they  be  obferved  within  your  fever  al  Dioceffes, 

I.  That. 
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I.  That  no  Preacher  whatfoever,  in  his  Sermon 
or  Leclure,  do  pre  fume  to  delivtr  any  other  Do- 
clrine  concerning  the  Bleffed  Trinity,  than  what  is 
contained  in  the  Holy  Scriptures ,  and  is  agreeable 
to  the  Three  Creeds ,  and  the  Thirty- nine  Articles 
of  Religion. 

II.'  That  in  the  Explication  of  this  Doclrine 
they  carefully  avoid  all  new  Terms,  and  confine 
themselves  to  fuch  ways  of  Exprejfion  as  have  been 
commonly  ufed  in  the  Church. 

III.  That  Care  be  taken  in  this  Matter,  efpe- 
cially  to  obferve  the  Fifty -third  Canon  of  this 
Church,  which  forbids  publick  Oppofttion  between 
Preachers  ;  becaufe  (as  that  Canon  exprejfes  it) 
there  groweth  thereby  much  Offence  and  Dif- 
quietnefs  unto  the  People  :  And  that  above  all 
things,  they  abfiain  from  bitter  Invettives  and 
Scurrilous  Language  againft  all  Perfons  whatfo- 
ever. 

IV.  That  none  of  the  Clergy  in  their  Sermons 
or  Leclures,  prefume  to  intermeddle  in  any  Af- 
fairs of  State  or  Government,  or  the  Conftitution 
of  ■  the  Realm,  fave  only  on  fuch  fpecial  Feajls 
and  Fafts  as  are  or  fhall  be  appointed  by  Pub- 
lick  Authority  •  and  then,  no  further  than  the 
Occafton  of  fuch  Days  fhall  flri&ly  require.  Pro- 
vided  always,  That  nothing  in  this  DirecJion 
fhall  be  underflood  to  difcharge  any  Perfon  from 
Preaching  in  Defence  of  Our  Regal  Supremacy 
Eftablifhed  by  Law,  as  often,  and  in  fuch  man- 
ner, as  the  firfi  Canon  of  this  Church  doth  re- 
quire. 

V.  That  the  foregoing  Directions  be  alfo  obfer- 
md  by  thofe  who  Write  any  thing  concerning  the 
faid  Subjecls,

VI.  Whereas  alfo  we  are  credibly  inform'd^ 
That  it  is  the  manner  of  fome  in  every  Diocefe> 
before  their  Sermon,  either  to  ufe  a  Collet!  and 
the  Lord's- Prayer,  or  the  Lord? s-Pr  oyer  only, 
(which  the  Fifty-fifth  Canon  prefcribes  as  the 
Conclufton  of  the  Prayer,  and  not  the  whole 
Trayer)  or  at  leaft  to  leave  out  our  Titles,  by 
the  faid  Canon  required  to  be  Dechr'd  and  Re- 
cognized :  We  do  further  direcl,  That  you  re- 
quire your  Clergy,  in  their  Prayer  before  Ser- 
mon, thai  they  do  keep  flrittly  to  the  Form  in 
the  faid  Canon  contained,  or  to  the  full  EffecJ 
thereof. 

VII.  And  whereas  we  alfo  underftand,  That 
divers  Perfons  who  are  not  of  the  Clergy,  have 
of  late  prefumyd,  not  only  to  talk  and  to  difpute 
againft  the  Chrifiian  Faith,  concerning  the  Do- 
Brine  of  the  BleJJed  Trinity,  but  alfo  to  Write 
and  Publifh  Books  and  Pamphlets  againft  the 
fame,  and  induftrioufiy  fpread  them  through  the 
Kingdom,  contrary  to  the  known  Laws  in  that 
behalf  made  and  enatled ;  and  particularly  to  one 
Ail  of  Parliament  made  in  the  Ninth  Tear  of 
King  William  the  Third,  Intituled,  An  Aft  for 
the  more  Effe&ual  Supprefling  of  Blafphe- 
my  and  Profanenefs  :  We  taking  all  the  Mat- 
ters above-mentioned  into  Our  Royal  and  Serious 
Confideration,  and  being  defirous  to  do  what  in 
us  lies,  to  put  a  Stop  to  thefe  Diforders,  do 
ftri&ly  Charge  and  Command  you,  together  with 
all  other  Means  fuitable  to  your  Holy  ProfeJJion, 
to  make  ufe  of  your  Authority  according  to  Law, 
for  the  Repr  effing  and  Reftraining  of  all  fuch  Exor- 
bitant PracJices.  And  for  your  AJJiftance,  We 
will  give  Charge  to  our  Judges,  and  all  other  our 
Civil  Officers,  to  do  their  Duty  herein,    in  Exe- 
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cuting  the  [aid  Aft,  and  all  other  Laws,  againfi  all 
fuch  Terfons  as  (hall,  by  thefe  means,  give  Occafion 
of  Scandal,  Difcord,  and  Diflurbance  in  our  Church 
and  Kingdom.

The  Condemned  Doclor 

diftinguifti'd  himfelf  on  that  Day,  by  turning 

the  laft  and  moft  warm  Part  of  his  Sermon 

againft  the  Day  it  felf,  which  fays,  his  Do&or- 

fhip  ought  to  be  remembred  with  Horror  •  and 

why,  becaufe  it  happen'd  that  the  High  Com- 

million  Court,  order'd  King  Charles  the  Firft 

to  be  brought  before  them  on  that  Day  the 

20th  of  January,  Sixty-fix  Years  ago.    This 

Pious  and  Learn'd  Preacher  did  not  imagine 

the  Miniftry  had  a  thought  of  King  Charles, 

or  the  High  Commiflion,  when  that  Day  was 

pitcht  upon  :  But  it  ferv'd  him  for  a  pretence 

to  utter  the  moft  furious  frothy  Declamations 

againft  the  Minifters,  nor  was  the  Sacred  Per- 

fon  of  the  King  fo  well  fenc'd  by  his  Royal 

Character,  as  not  to  fhare  in  the  Filth  which 

he  fcatter'd  up  and  down  in  his  Invective.

This  new  Occafion  of  Offence  given  by  thcr 
proud  Prieft  of  St.  Andrew's,  warrants  my 
fpeaking  of  him  once  more  ^  and  the  rather,  for 
that  the  worthlefs  Part  of  the  Inferior  Cler- 
gy take  a  Pride  in  imitating  his  Example.  To 
whom  could  his  Auditory  apply  the  Alarms 
he  gave  them,  in  the  Dangers  threatned  us 
from  Foreigners  ?  French  he  could  not  mean,; 
for  they  are  in  the  Interefts  of  his  Hereditary 
Eight.  They  muft  therefore  be  our  good 
Friends  and  Confederates  the  Germans  and 
Dutch.  Why  fuch  a  flaming  Harangue  to  fpi- 
rit  his  Auditory,  to  ftand  up  in  Defence  of 
the  Church,  unlefs  it  was  to  intimate  that  the 
Government  was  about  to  deftroy  it  ?  The 
Scoundrel,  whom  from  his  Footman  he  has 
impos'd  on  that  Parifh  for  his  Clerk,  know- 
ing very  well  what  would  tickle  his  Matter, 
and  his  Confidents,  affe&s  every  Sunday  to 
namefome  part  or  other  of  the  Pfalms,  which 
difloyal  Minds  may  conftrue  to  feditious 
Meanings-,  and  on  the  Thankfgiving- Day,  that 
Factious  Fellow  took  the  following  Verfes,  to 
elevate  the  Devotion  of  the  Congregation  ou& 
of  the  LXVill^  Pfalm.

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Here  the  Application  is  little  lcfs  than 
Treafon.  Every  one  knows,  that  the  Father- 
left  and  Widow  is  the  Haunch  Tory  Toad,  and 
that  Queen  abdicate,"  and  her  pretended  Sori 
are  the  Widow  and  the  Fatherlefs.  The  Bond- 
wen  out  of  Thrall,  are  the  Faction  now  ruin'd 
by  the  ill  Conduct  and  Difgrace  of  their  Lead- 
ers. And  Rebels  to  Diflrefs,  are  the  Loyal  Whigs  ^ 
who  ever  fince  the  Revolution  have  been  faith- 
ful to  the  Crown  upon  Revolution al- Principle?, 
Which  never  juftify  Refiflance,  but  when  it  is 
as  th3t  againfl  King  James  was,  the  neccffiry 
Means  to  prevent  our  being  SacrinVd  to  Pa- 
pery  and  Slavery.  When  fuch  vile  Wretches 
fhall  prefume  to  turn  Religion  into  Rebellion 
and  even  the  Holy  Scriptures  into  Sedition,  as

fiiall  have  any  Vote  of  wine.  To  this  cafe,  would 
the  corrupt  difaffe&ed  part  of  the  Clergy  bring 
us,  not  only  to  be  rid  by  them,  but  even  by 
their  Houfhold  Drudges  with  Clerks  Coats  on 
their  Backs  on  Sundays,  and  their  Livery  on 
other  Days  -0  yet  to  fay  a  Word  of  their  Pride 
and  Infolence,  is  to  attack  the  Church  thro' 
their  fides,  as  I  have  abundantly  fhewn  already 
from  their  own  Suggeftions.     Indeed,  if  their 
Infolence  and  Pride  were  only  troublefome  to 
us,  I  would  not  have  been  at  the  pains  to  con- 
cern my  felf  about  'em.  I  could  avoid  them,  and 
fave  that   trouble,    but  it  is  alfo  dangerous. 
It  gives   them    an  appearance  of   Authority 
among  the  Vulgar,  which  is  often  miftaken  for 
the  thing  it  felf,  and  that  has  no  little  Effect 
in  promoting  their   Doctrines.

1  their  Followers.     But  let  us  hear  the   very 

*  Words  of  this  part  of  the  Liturgy,  Refiore  us 

*  again,  fay  they,  the  publick  Wor(hip  of  thy  Name,

Here  is  High-Church  Loyalty  to  King  Wil-

&c.  whofe  Scruples  in  all  other  things  were 
no  manner  of  Burthen  or  Confinement  to 
them.  Moll  of  thefe  Priefls  had  been  very 
zealous  in  acling  again!!  King  James,  and  had 
committed  feveral  Acts  of  Treafon  and  Rebelli- 
on before  the  Abdication,  even  the  Renegade 
Lefley  ran  from  King  fames  in  Ireland,  where 
he  had  fulminated  againft  him,  and  Popery,  and 
came  to  London  to  follieite  King  William  for 
feme  Church  Preferment  ^  but  failing  in  his 
high  Aims,  his  Confcience  turn'd  fqoeamifh, 
andhewou'd  neither  pray  fprP  norfwear  to the 

then 
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then  King  and  Queen.  I  have  mention'd  how 
Dr.  Sancroft  behav'd  himfelf  on  that  Occafion, 
that  he  was  Guilty  of  feveral  Ads  before  the 
Abdication,  for  which  by  the  Laws  of  Hertditary 
VnalienabU  Right,  he  would  have  loft  his  Head. 
One  among  the  reft  is  very  extraordinary,  tho' 
lie  would  not  acknowledge  the  Prince  of  0- 
range  to  be  King,  nor  fcr  the  Crown  upon  his 
Head  •  yet  he  acknowledged  him  the  Supreme 
Head  of  the  Church,  and  consequently  in  Pof- 
feflion  of  a  Right  to  exact  Obedience  in  Spi- 
rituals from  him,  and  his  Higb-Chwrch,  as  well 
as  from  all  Engltjh  Proteftants •-■  for  though  he 
would  not  himfelf  confecrate  Di*.  Burnet  Bifhop 
of  Salisbury,  by  Virtue  of  King  William's  Conge 
d7  EJlire,  yet  he  granted  a  Commiflion  to  other 
Bifnops  for  them  to  confecrate  him,  which 
furely  was  as  Criminal,  as  if  he  had  done  it 
himfelf.  In  cafe  King  William  had  no  Right  to 
make  Dr.  Burnet  a  Bifhop,  then  Dr.  Bancroft's 
delegated  Power  was  as  much  an  Act  of  Rebel- 
lion to  King  fames  after  his  Abdication,  as  his 
feizing  the  Tower,  and  making  the  Lord  Lucas 
Governour  of  it,  as  before.  Thus  we  fee, 
that  thefe  pretended  Loyalifts  have  from  the 
very  beginning  of  the  Faction,  been  the  moft 
errant  Hypocrites  in  Spirituals  and  Temporals. 
That  fome  of  them  were  difaffected  for  the

*  all  their  Rhetorick  and  Zeal  in  the  following 
c  Words  ;  Send  forth ,  fay  they,  thy  Light  and 
thy  Truth ,  and  let  them  preferve  wj,  protetl  and 
defend  thy  Servant  our  Sovereign  Lord  the  King. 
O  prepare  thy  loving  Mercy  and  Faitlofulncfs,  that 
they  may  preferve  him,  firengthen  his  Hands,  and 
the  Hands  of  all  that  are  put  in  Authority  under 
him  with  Judgment  and  Juftice  to  cut  off  all  fuch 
Workers  of  Iniquity,  as  turn  Religion  into  Rebellion, 
and  Faith  into  Faftion. 

This  pretty  gingle  of  Words  they  dole  from 
fome  High  Church  AddreiTes  of  Abhorrence, 
when  thzDiffenters  were  every  where  flung  into 
Jay  is,  their  Boufes,  Shops,  and  Barns  plunder'd, 
their  Cattle  driven  to  Market  byTory  Informers, 
and  the  Fafthn  was  in  the  Zenith  of  their  pro- 
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fpcrity,  to  the  great  Terrour  of  all  Froteftants 
both  at  Home  and  Abroad.  They  proceed, 
JMAy  they  never  prevail  againft  us,  or  triumph 
in  the  Ruin  of  thy  Church  among  us.  To  this  end 
defend  the  King. 

Whan  can  be  more  pleafant  than  to  pray  to 
God  to  defend  their  Popifh  King  James,  for 
the  Prefervation  of  their  pretended  Proteftant 
Church,  and  Blafphemoufly  make  it  to  conlift 
only  of  a  parcel  of  lewd  Rake»hclls,  profeft 
Traytors  to  their  Country,  and  uncharitable 
Bigots ;  the  latter,  the  leaft  of  them.

Let 
bis  Reign  be  projperoits,  and  his  Days  many ;  make 
him  glad  according  to  the  Days  wherein  thou  haft 
affliclsd  him,  and  for  the  Tears  wherein  thou  haft 
made  himfuffer  Adverfity.  Give  him  the  Necks 
of  hvs  Enemies,  and  aljo  every  Day  more  and  more 
the  Hearts  of  his  Subjecls.  As  for  thofe  that  are 
implacable  cloath  them  with  Shame,  but  upon  him- 
fclf  and  his  Pofterity  (their  pretended  Prince  of 
Wales)  let  the  Crown  Fhurifh. 

fc  I  have  been  at  the  pains,  fays  my  Author , 

*  to  copy  out  thus  much  of  the  Prayer,  that 

*  we  may  thereby  fee  in  what  a  praying  Frame 

*  the  Gentlemen  were  when  they  compos'd  it. 

*  And  the  Truth  is,  I  do  not  remember  we 
c  ever  faw  them  fo  tranfported  with  an  exta- 
c  tick  fit  of  Zeal  in  all  their  Prayers  for  King 

*  James  when  he  was  upon  the  Throne.  The 
4  General  Council  having  thus  compos'd  the

c  and  to  this  very  Day  they  ufe  them  in  their 
.  *  Cabals.  For  alas !  The  old  Liturgy  comes  not: 
1  up'  to  the  Heat  of  this  new  One  :  And  how 
t  many  old  Women  are  become  very  Devout 
*  upon  it  ? 

Thefc  Prayers  I  do  not  doubt  are  entirely 
Orthodox  with  all  our  more  Modern  Jacobites, 
and  Stanch  Tories,  and  though  they  dare  not 
life  them  publickly  in  Churches,  yet  by  their 
avoiding  to  mention  KingWilUam  formerly,and 
now  King  George  by  Name,  they  feem  to  revenge 
King  James  for  the  Prohibition  they  lay  under 
not  to  name  him,  or  his  pretended  Solv- 
it will  never  be  well  with  England,  'till  not 
only  the  Clergy,  but  the  Univerfities  are  re- 
ftrain'd  from  fpreading  Sedition,  and  the  Peo- 
ple of  England  are  fame  how  or  other  taught 
to  diftinguilh  the  Paflions  and  Interefts  of 
Priefts  from  Religion  and  Zeal  for  the  Church ; 
I  cannot  prefent  you  with  better  Leflbns  on 
this  Head  than  thofe  of  the  Old  Marquefs  of 
Hallifax,  in  his  Character  of  a  Trimmer,  or

If  any  one  will  give  themfelves  the  trouble 
to  read  Bifliop  A—  Tracts  againit  the  E- 
pifcopal  Power  in  Favour  of  the  Inferior  Priefi- 
hood,  or  Brettsh  late  Works,  he  will  find  how 
the  Stanch  Clergy  would  extend  the  Ecckfiafti- 
cal  Jurifdtclion%  and  their  exclaiming  againft  his 
Majefty's  pious  and  neceflary  Injunctions,  mew 
they  would  ftretch  it  beyond  the  Royal  Su- 
premacy, ufurp  an  Independency^  and  fet  up 
Jmperium  in  Imperio,  a  Church  Power,  above 
that  of  State.  The  temper  of  fuch  Priefb,  and 
their  Party  will  be  further  feen  by  what  fol- 
lows.

This  Fire  never  blaz'd  out  more  than  when 
the ; Meteor  Sacheverel  firfl  appeared  at  St.  /W's, 
and  damn'd  fo  many  Thoufand  Proteftants,  the 
whole  Body  of  the  Britifb  Diffenters  all  at  once  f 
this  Spirit  is  to  be  met  with  every  where  iq 
the  Writings  of  Lefiey^  Bids,  the  Sermons  of 
MUboUrH^Wslion^  Trap-,  Sutton^  the  Pamphlets  of 
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Swifts  Oidrfmrtb,  and  the  reft  of  them  all  of  the 
Stanch  Order,  whofe  degenerating  from  the 
antient  Ghriftian,  and  charitable  SpiriE  mould 
deprive  them  of  the  Privileges  of  our  Primi- 
tive Chriftian  Church,  and  deliver  them  over 
to  the  fecular  Arm,  if  Admonition  will  not 
reform  them.   His  Lordfhip  proceeds,

€  that  Loyalty  is  fo  when  lodg'd  in  a  drunken 
1  Club,  and  they  are  degraded  when  fuch  Men 
£  undertake  their  Defence,   as  have  fo  great 

*  need  for  an  Apology  themfelves. 

If  there  is  one  of  the  High  flying  difafFe£ted 
Priefts,  who  is  not  notoriously  deficient  in 
Morals  as  well  as  in  Principles,  I  will  give  up 
this  Caufe.  ff  he  does  not  want  Virtue  as 
well  as  Charity,  and  Religion  as  well  as  Loy- 
alty, whatever  are  his  Pretences.  Look  in- 
to the  Lives  of  thofe  Priefts,  that  are  loudefc 
on  the  30th  of  January,  and  29th  of  May7 
you  will  either  find  them  loofe  and  corrupt, 
or  Vexatious  and  troublefome.  As  for  the 
Faction  themfelves  from  the  Country  Club  of 
October  Men,  to  the  City  Club  of  Num[culsy 
what  is  it  compos'd  of  but  Ranters,  Rioters,  Swear* 
rn,  -Drinkers,  Whorers-  When  they  cry  out  the 
Doftor,  the  Doctor,  is  not  the  next  Word, 
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G — d  D—n  the  Presbyterians.     Do  they  not 
tofs  about:  their  treafonable  Toads,  'til)  their 
Stupidity  is  enflam'd  to  Frenzy  ?  Are  not  the 
Southwark  Gunner,  his  AfTociate  Silk,  and  their 
Fellows^  Inftances  of  the  Purity  and  Sincerity 
of  thofe  Mens  Intentions,  who  have  nothing 
but  Church  in  their  Mouths,  and  have  fo  often 
got  Drunk  with  toafting  it  under  various  De- 
nominations ;  and  how  do  the  Morals  of  our 
Modern  Stanch  Tories,  agree  exactly  with  thofe 
of  their  PredeceiTors  in  King  Charles  and  King 
James's  Reigns,  when  Loyalty  and  Vice  were 
in  the  moit  flourifhing  Condition,   as  we  are 
told  by  the  Lord  Marquefs  of  Hallifax,   than 
whom  no  Man  could  tell  us  better.     His  Lord- 
iliip  goes  on. 
1  Oar  Trimmer  wifheth  that  fome  Knowledge, 
may  go  along  with  Zeal,  and  that:  thofe  who 
are  in  PoiTeffion  of  the  Pulpit,  would  quote 
at  leait  fo  often  the  Authority  of  the  Scrip- 
tures, as  they  do  that  of  the  Grown.    There 
are  many  who  borrow  too  often  Arguments 
from  the  Government,   to  ufe  againit  their 
Adverfaries,  and  neglect  thofe  that  are  more 
proper,   and   would  be  moil   Powerful,    a 
Divine  grows  lefs,  and  putteth  a  Diminution 
on  his  own  Character,  when  he  quoteth  any 
*  Law,  but  that  of  God  Almighty*  to  get  the 
c  better  of  thofe  who  conteft  with  him. 

In  the  late  bad  times,  this  Cant  was  coming 
wp  again,  the  Authority  of  the  Crown,  the 
Power  of  the  Sovereign,  which  when  it  makes 
for  them,  they  would  have  to  be  as  unlimited 
as  they  aflert  their  Obedience  mould  be.  But 
when  it  is  not  at  their  Beck*  they  can,  to  ufe 
their  own  ginglingPhrafe  againfl;  them,  eafily 
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£nrn  Religion  into  Rebellion,  and  Faith  into  Fa&i- 
on,  as  now  the  Bellweatbers  of  the  Party  are 
going  about  to  do.     His  Lordfhip  proceeds, 

c  And  as  it  is  a  Sign  of  a  decay *d  Conftitu- 
J  tion,  when  Nature  with  good  Diet  cannot 
'expel  noxious  Humours  without  calling  Fo- 
c  reign  Drugs  to  her  Afliftance^  fo  it  looketh 
1  like  want  of  Health  in  a  Church,  when  in- 
4  ftead  of  depending  upon  that  Truth  which 
c  it  holdeth,  and  the  good  Examples  of  them 
c  that  teach  it  to  fupport  it  felf,  and  to  fup- 
'  prefs  Errors ^  it  fhould  have  a  perpetual  Re- 
c  courfe  to  the  fecular  Authority,  and  even 
'  upon  the  ilightefl  Occafions. 

The  good  Difpofition  of  our  Modern  Tory 
Prieilhood,  may  be  feen  by  their  crowding 
the  Commons  lately  with  Informations,  and  the 
ScbifmBW]  was  one  of  their  notable  Inventions 
to  find  work  for  the  Do&ors0  at  the  Expence 
of  honeft  and  fober  People.  When  they  did 
not  care  to  enter  into  Difpute  with  one  of 
their  own  Profeffion,  immediately  a  Court 
was  fet  up  to  try  him  in  Form,  and  a  Fine  and 
Jayl  were  thought  a  quicker  way  to  confute 
him  than  Arguments.  For  my  part  I  am  not 
tainted  with  that  Clergyman's  Errors,  and  wifh 
the  Man  had  as  much  Difcretion  as  he  has  Vir- 
tue, and  as  much  Judgment  as  he  has  Learn- 
ing ;  but  I  could  not  help  concluding,  that  the 
Tryal  of  Mr.  ffhifion,  with  fo  much  Pomp, 
was  to  prepare  the  way  for  proceeding  Secu- 
larly with  all  thofe  that  fhould  dare  to  oppole 
them,  or  their  Tenets,  Sacheverel  was  defy'd 
by  Mr.  Whiflon,  in  a  ferious  Letter  to  argue 
with  him  about  his  Tenets  •  but  the  former, 
inltead  of  accepting  his  Challenge,  and  giving 
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him  a  Meeting,  took  a  fare  way  that  they 
might  never  meet,  interdicting  him  the  Pews 
of  his  Church,  in  hopes  that  Mr.  Whiflon  would 
never  come  there  agaia,  if  he  was  made  to 
ftand  in  the  lfles.  But  it  being  his  Parifh- 
Church,  he  chofe  rather  to  ftand  there,  than 
to  quit  the  Publick  Worfhip  in  that  place, 
where  he  thought  his  Duty  call'd  him.  And  than 
pious  Divine,  the  Rector  of  St.  Andrew's^  had 
the  grace  to  loll  in  his  own  lordly  Seat,  while 
poor  Mr.  Wbifton  was  joftled  about  by  the 
Crowd,  which  Curiofity  draws  together  to 
flare  at  the  Doctor. 

I  confefs  I  never  could  think  of  S< — ~-l,  but 
with  the  utmoft  Indignation,  not  out  of  any 
perfonal  pique  to  him,  but  out  of  Love  to 
my  Country,  expos'd  every  Day  to  be  difturb'd 
by  the  madnefs  of  that  furious  Fried,  who 
continues  to  keep  the  Rabble  about  him,  as  if 
they  were  an  Army  lilted  in  his  Quarrel,  and 
ready  to  appear  on  the  firft  Occafion.  I  hav£ 
mention'd  fome  of  his  feditious  Infinuations  in 
the  foregoing  Pages  :  And  fince  they  were 
Printed,  I  have  feen  a  further  Account  of  his 
Sermon  made  Publick,  in  one  of  the  Papers 
of  the  Week,  which  I  chufe  rather  to  tran-» 
fcribe,  than  put  into  any  other  Order,  that  I 
may  not  be  cbarg'd  with  varying  from  it,  and 
adding  any  thing  of  my  own. 

•  We  hear  of  a  Seditious  Sermon  preach'd  on 
c  this  Occafion  by  a  noted  Incendiary,  who 
c  feems  to  be  employ'd  to  raife  the  fame  Spirit 
c  of  Difcord  and  Rebellion,    which  occafion'd 

*  fuch  Confufion  and   DiftracYion  in  the  late 

*  Reign.     Thofe  who  heard  it,  fay,  that  the 
I  Preacher,  inftead  of  exciting  the  People  to 

1  thank 
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thank  God  for  His  Majefty's  happy  Acceffioa 
to  the  Crown,dire&ly  reflected  upon  His  Ma- 
jelly's  Adminiftraticn,  and  obliquely  on  His 
Royal  Perfon  :  Nor  was  he  wanting  to 
charge  the  Court,  the  City,  and  Army  with 
Debauchery,  in  fuch  a  manner  as  hefpoke 
him  to  be  poITefs'd  with  a  Spirit  of  Calumny 
and  Slander,  and  not  with  a  true  Gofpel  SpU 
rit,  to  reprove,  in  order  to  reform,  had  he 
been  certain  of  the  Matter  of  Faft. 
c  He  charg  d  it  upon  the  Miniftry  [as  a  hor- 
rid Crime,  that  they  had  advis'd  to  appoint 
the  Thankfgivwg  on  that  Day,  when  King 
Charles  1.  was  brought  to  his  Trial,  than 
which  there  can  be  no  greater  Proof  of  the 
Incendiaries  Madnefs  and  Folly  -,  for  it  can 
never  be  fuppos'd  that  his  Majefty  and  his 
Minifters  would  appoint  a  Thank/giving  on 
that  Day,  with  any  View  to  juitify  that  as  a 
Legal  Trial,  which  iffued  in  the  Ruin  of  the 
Monarchy  :  For  if  they  had,  the  30th  of  Ja- 
nuary^ which  is  fo  near,  had  been  much  more 
proper,  but  the  Malice  of  the  Fa&ion,  makes 
them  capable  of  ftraining  every  thing  to  a 
wrong  Senfe,  in  order  to  inflame  the  Minds 
of  his  Suhjedls,  to  alienate  their  Affections 
from  the  King  and  his  Government,  and  to 
promote  the  Intereft  of  the  Pretender,  as  it  is 
juftly  exprefs'd  in  the  late  Proclamation  for 
difcoverkig  the  Author,  Printer,  and  Pub- 
lishers of  a  malicious  and  traiterous  Libel, 
entituVd,  English  Advice  to  the  Freeholders  of 
England.  No  Body  can  doubt  that  this 
Preacher  had  the  fame  Defign,  fince  he  made 
ufe  of  many  of  the  fame  Expreflions  contain'd 
6  in  that  treafonable  Libel.   He  likewife  raiPd 
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againft:  His  Majefty's  late  Glorious  Direction 
to  the  Clergy,  and  traiteroufly  infinuated  that 
thofe  who  advis'd  him  to  that,  might  one 
Day  counfel  him  to  ad  both  againft  Law  and 
Gofpel. 

*  This  Firebrand  pretended  alfo  to  be  fo 
much  in  the  Secrets  of  Providence,  as  to 
infinuate,  that  theprefent  Diftemper  among 
the  Cattle,  and  the  late  dreadful  Fire,  were 
Inftances  of  God's  Difpleafure  with  late  Pro- 
ceedings. 

What  Nonfenfe  as  well  as  Infolence  is  there 
in  his  pretending,  That  tbofs  who  advis'd  his 
Majefty  to  put  forth  his  Royal  InjwiQions^  might 
me  Day  counfil  him  to  aft  both  againft  Law 
and  Gojjef.  Is  it  a  neceflfary  confequence,  that 
becaufe  his  Majefty  has  given  Orders  by  Vir- 
tue of  his  Supremacy,  for  Minifters  to  preach 
according  to  Law  and  Gofpel,  that  therefore 
he  will  act  againft  it  ?  Did  not  King  Charles 
and  King  James  of  blefTed  Memories,  publifh 
Injunctions  that  have  more  of  the  Supre- 
macy in  it,  with  refpedt  to  the  Morals  as 
well  as  Dodrines  of  the  Clergy  than  his 
Majefty's  ?  And  mall  not  the  prefent  Clergy 
be  as  much  Subject  to  the  Crown  as  the  laft  ? 
The  Truth  is,  the  Condemned  Dottor  has  (hewn 
by  all  his  Practices,  that  if  he  can  Effect  it,  he 
will  make  the  Stace  truckle  to  his  Humours,  and 
the  whole  Conftitution  bend  to  his  Pride,  How* 
much  are  we  oblig'd  to  the  late  Managers,  for 
placing  fuch  a  Prieft  in  the  Pulpit  of  the  grea- 
teft  Parifh  in  England^  in  the  Heart  of  the 
greateft  City  in  Cbriftendom  -7  whence  there  is 
no  hopes  of  his  Removal,  but  by  his  Death, 
or  his  Guilt  ?  Some  people  may  blame  me  for 
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taking  fo  much  Notice  of  a  Parfor^  whom  tha 
Staff  or  his  Hiftorian  owns  to  bzworthlefs,  and 
that  he  was  really  only  the  Tool  of  the  Facti- 
on, fo  is  a  Rag  on  a  Broomflick^  which  how- 
ever may  draw  Thoufands  together  to  do  Mifc 
chief  ^  and  whatever  Man  has  been  accuftom'd 
to  gather  Rabble  about  him  at  pleafure,  that 
Man  cannot  but  be  dangerous,  and  ought  to 
have  a  careful  Eye  kept  over  him. 

How  obedient  the  High-Church  Clergy  are 
like  to  be  to  the  King's  fajunclions,  one  may 
forefee  by  their  railing  at  them  at  Child\  and 
all  the  Coffee- Houfes  which  they  frequent,  and 

that  ingenuous  Turn  given  by  Dr.  M 

to  his  Prayers,  to  fhew  at  once  his  Duty  and 
his  Difguft,  inftead  of  let  us  pray  for  King 
George ,  his  Phrafe  is,  we  mufl  pray  for  ^  that 
is,  we  are  not  left  to  our  Liberties  to  pray 
for  or  againlt  him,  or  not  pray  at  all,  but 
we  have  a  Command  to  pray,  we  mufl  do  it^ 
or  I  Qiould  not  give  you  this  trouble,  nor 
put  you  in  mind  of  doing  what  you  are  bound 
to  do  by  your  Oaths  of  Allegiance^  Abjuration^ 
&c.  by  Law  and  Confcience.  Here's  Hypocrify 
with  a  witnefs !  Let  the  High-Church  Men  ne- 
ver call  the  Fanatieks  Hypocrites  again,  'till 
they  can  purge  themfelves  of  this  difloyal  and 
fmfui  Prevarication  with  God  and  Man. 

After  all  that  has  been  faid  of  tbefe  bad 
Priefts,  we  Ihould  be  wanting  to  the  Holy, 
Order,  if  we  did  not  do  juftice  to  the  good 
ones,  who,  thanks  be  to  God,  are  a  great,  tho9 
not  the  major  part  pf  the  whole  Body,  There's 
no  Church  in  the  World  better  fupply'd  witti 
a  Learned,  Pious,  and  able  jMiniftry  ;  their 
Light  mines  in  all  the  Parts  of  the  Kingdom. 
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bnt  more  efpecially  in  this  City^  And  they 
have  ever  lincc  we  were  threatned  by  Popery 
and  Slavery^  bravely  born  their  Teftimccy  for 
the  Proteftant  Religion  and  Liberties  :  On 
which  Occafion  let  me  inform  the  Reader,  that 
every  Pulpit  was  not  fill'd  on  the  Thankfgiving 
Day,  as  was  the  Condemned  Dolor's,  feveral  of 
whofe  Auditory  profeft  Friends  of  his  till  then, 
told  me,  they  could  not  hear  him  without  trem- 
bling ^  for  in  the  Church  of  St.  Mary  Aldcrmary, 
the  Reverend  Dr.  Kermet,  Re&or  thereof,  and 
Dean  of  Peterborough,  after  a  feafonable  Sermon, 
concluded  with  pious Wifhes  and  Prayers  for  the 
Profperity  of  the  King,  and  his  Government, 
and  formally,  for  a  happy  Meeting  with  his 
Parliament,  for  the  freedom  of  Elettions  in 
order  to  it  ^  and  then  from  the  Pulpit  he  read 
His  Majefty's  Proclamation  for  that  good  in- 
tent to  leave  the  better  Impreflions  of  it  on  the 
Minds  of  his  Congregation  •  and  the  Right 
Reverend  Father  in  God  the  Bifhop  of  Glou- 
cefler,  made  an  incomparable  Sermon  before 
His  Majefty  at  St.  Paul\  on  thofe  Words 
ofothe  Prophet  Jfaiahy  Wifdom  and  Know* 
ledge  [haU  be  the  Stability  of  thy  Times -^  which 
promife  will,  we  hope,  incline  the  Hearts 
of  all  His  Ma  jetty's  Subjects,  Clergy,  and  Layi- 
ty,  to  Obedience  and  Affe&ion  to  his  Govern- 
ment. If  the  ftubborn  and  ambitious  Priefthood 
would  confider  ferioufly  the  Bleflings  they  will 
enjoy  under  fo  good  a  Proteftant  King,  They 
would  tremble  at  all  Attempts  that  might  con- 
tribute to  deprive  them  of  any  part  of  then^ 
and  do  out  of  Choice  what  they  are  oblig-d  to 
do  out  of  Duty.  How  foojifh,  how  mad  is  it 
for  them  to  carry  on  an  extravagant  Oppoii- 
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tion  to  that  Government,  without  which,  their 
Religion,  their  Interefts  cannot  be  fupported  ; 
and  that  for-the  fake  of  two  or  three  difcarded 
Criminals^  for  whom  they  have  been  declaiming 
thefe  three  or  four  Years,  and  now  are  afham'd 
of  their  Errors,  but  have  not  honefty  enough 
to  own  it.  They  know  the  Church  cannot  be 
fafer  than  'tis  nowt  as  long  as  there  is  a  Vopfh 
Pretender  to  the  Crown  in  the  World  ♦  and 
why  will  they  continue  to  proclaim  her  to  be 
in  hanger^  purely  to  juftify  their  having  done 
it  before  on  no  better  Foundation.  Thefe 
things  are  not  Trifles,  and  whatever  they  may 
think  of  it,  the  Nation  will  not  always  beat- 
to  have  their  Peace  broken,  for  the  Whimfles 
of  a  proud  difafFecled  Prkfthood.  One  may  ven- 
ture without  the  Gift  of  Prophecy  to  foretell 
them }  That  the  A&s  of  Parliament  on  which 
the  prefent  Government  are  Eftabliih'd,  have 
taken  too  deep  Root  to  be  pluckt  up  by  Fafti- 
c»,  that  the  People  will  be  at  laft  weary  of  quar- 
relling about  nothing  \  and  that  thofe  who  ^tt 
them  together  by  the  Ears  doing  it  againft  Law 
and  Conscience,  will  furely  in  the  End  ha^ 
the  worft  of  it. 

Since  the  foregoing  Pages  were  wrought  off, 
the  Bifhop  of  Salisbury  has  publifh'd  the  Third 
Volume  of  his  Excellent  Htftory  of  the  Reforma- 
tion. In  the  Preface  to  which  are  feveral  Paf- 
fages,  that  have  Relation  to  fome  parts  of  the 
preceding  Difcourfe,  I  doubt  not  but  the  Rea- 
der will  be  very  glad  to  fee  them  entire  •,  His 
Lordfhip's  Authority  confirming  every  thing 
that  has  been  faid  already,  on  the  Heads  he 
treats  of  in  the  following  Paragraphs. 
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. cc  I  cannot  ( fays  bis  Lord/hip )  difmifs  this 
ct  f  Work  out  of  my  Hands  without  fome  Re- 
"  fle&ions  on  what  has  appear'd  among  us  of 
cc  late  but  too  evidently  in  a  Courfe  of  fome 
cc  Years,  many  who  profefs  great  Zeal  for  the 
ct  legal  Eftabliihment,  yet  feem  to  be  fet  on 
"  forming  a  new  Scheme  both  of  Religion  and 
w  Government,  and  are  taking  the  very  iame 
"  Methods,  only  a  little  diverlified,  tba.  have 
<c  beenpurfu'd  in  Popery,  to  bring  the  World 
"  into  a  blind  Dependance  upon  the  Clergy, 
*c  and  to  draw  the  Wealth  and  Strength  of  the 
<{  Nation  into  their  Hands. 

*c  The  Opinion  of  the  Sacraments  being  an 
**  expiatory  Sacrifice,  and  of  the  Neceflity  of 
€t  fecret  Confeffion  and  Abfolution,  and  of  the 
"  Church's  Authority  acting  in  an  Independ- 
tc  ence  on  the  Civil  Powers,  were  the  Foun- 
u  dations  of  Popery,  and  the  feminal  Princi- 
"  pies  out  of  which  that  Mafs  of  Corruptions 
tl  was  forrn'd  *,  they  have  no  Colour  for  them 
<c  in  the  New  Teftament,  nor  in  the  firft  Ages 
"  of  Chriftianity,  and  are  directly  contrary  to 
"  all  the  Principles  on  which  the  Reformation 
"  was  carried  on,  and  to  every  Step  that  was 
"  made  in  the  whole  Progrefs  of  that  Work, 
cc  and  yet  thefe  of  late  have  been  Notions 
u  much  favour'd,  and  written  for  with  much 
"  Zeal,  not  to  fay  Indecency ,  befides  a  vaft 

tc  Number  of  little  fuperftitious  Practices  that 
"  in  fome  places  have  grown  to  a  great  heighth, 

"  fo  that  we  were  infenfibly  going  off  from  the 
*c  Reformation,  and  framing  a  new  Model  of 


t  i.  e.  His  Hiftory  of  the  Reformation. 
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ct  a  Church,  totally  different  from  all  our  for- 
Ct  mer  Principles,  as  well  as  from  our  prefent 
u  Eftabliihment,  to  all  which  they  have  added 
ct  that  fingular  and  extravagant  Conceit  of  the 
"  Invalidity  of  Lay-Baptifm,  unlefs  miniftred 
"  by  one  Epifcopally  ordainM,  tho'  this  not 
ct  only  cuts  off  all  Communion  with  the  foreign 
cc  Proteftant  Churches,  of  which  perhaps  they 
ct  make  no  great  Account,  but  makes  Doubt- 
"  ings  to  anfe  with  relation  to  great  Numbers 
cc  both  among  our  felves  and  in  the  Roman 
cl  Communion. 

lt  This  I  lament,  not  that  I  think  there  is 
ct  fuch  a  Sacrednefs  in  any  Human  Conflitution 
**  that  it  is  never  to  be  call'd  in  queftion  or  al- 
"  ter'd ;  for  if  we  had  the  fame  Reafons  to  al- 
cc  ter  any  thing  eftablifh'd  at  the  Reformation 
44  that  our  Fathers  had  to  alter  the  former 
<c  Eftablifhment  in  the  Times  of  Popery,  I 
ct  Ihould  acknowledge  we  had  now  as  good 
tC  Grounds  to  change  the  prefent,  as  our  Ancc- 
"  ftors  had  then  to  change  the  former  Confti- 
**  tution.  The  Scriptures  are  the  only  fure 
"  Foundation  of  our  Faith  that  is  unalterable, 
cc  all  other  Conftitutions  being  always  to  be 
u  governed  by  that  perfect  Declaration  of  God's 
€t  holy  Will  with  relation  to  Mankind.  But  it 
Ct  gives  a  juft  Indignation  to  fee  the  fame  Men 
cc  make  wide  Steps  to  great  Alterations  on  the 
"  one  hand,  and  yet  make  heavy  Complaints 
u  where  there  is  no  juft  Occafion  given ,  and 
u  that  about  Points  of  meer  Speculation^where- 
cc  as  the  other  relate  to  Matters  of  Practice, 
%t  which  had  been  in  former  Ages  fo  managed, 
tc  that  the  whole  Complex  of  the  Chriftian 
**  Religion  was  totally  deprav'd  by  them. 
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"  We  have  alfo  Rules  and  Rubricks  for 
11  Worlhip  that  are  our  Standards,  fix'd  by 
w  Law,  and  yet  we  fee  a  Humour  of  lnnova-* 
"  tion  making  a  great  Progrefs  in  thefe,  with- 
cc  out  the  leaft  Complaint,  by  the  fame  Per- 
"  fons  who  are  apt  to  make  Tragical  Outcries 
"  on  the  fmalleft  Tranfgreflions  on  the  other 
«c  Hand. 

"  Both  are  very  culpable  :  But  of  the  two, 
cc  we  find  the  Growth  of  Superflition  has  been 
"  fo  fpreading,  as  well  as  fo  fpecious,  that 
*  the  Extreams  of  that  Hand  may  be  juflly 
*c  reckon'd  the  more  dangerous :  One  of  the 
u  worft  Effects  of  Superflition  being  that  with 
cc  which  our  Saviour  charg'd  the  Pharifees  of 
€t  his  time ;   that  while  they  were  exa&  in 
ct  Tything  Mint,    Annife  and  Cummin,  They 
M  omitted  the  weightier  Matters  of  the  Law,  Judg- 
"  went,  Mercy,  and  faith.     In  oppofition   to 
Cl  which,  he  gives  a  Handing  Rule  applicable 
cc  to  all  fuch  Cafes,  Thefe  things  ye  ought  to  have 
u  done,  and  not  to  leave  the  other  undone.     This 
"  relates  to  Practices  of  a  lower  Order,  but 
"  fuch  as  are  commanded  ,  whereas  volun- 
"  tary   and  afluraed  ones,    like    the    Wafh- 
"  ings  among  the  Jews  in  our  Saviour's  time, 
"  eat  out  the  Senfe  of  the  great  Duties  of 
w  Religion  -,   inftead  of  which  fome  trifling 
"  performances  are   fet   up,   and  are   high- 
ct  ly  magnify'd,   while   the  others  are  fpo- 
"  ken  of  more  coldly  :  Nor  does  any  thing 
ct  feed  a  cenforious  and  uncharitable  Temper, 
<fc  more  than  thofe  voluntary  and  diftinguifh- 
tc  ing  Practices,  which  as  they  are  the  Badges 
u  of  different  Parties  \  fo  they  are  Engines 
*J  to  keep  up  thaf  Wrath,  Emulation,  and  Ha- 
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44  tred,  that  has  made  fuch  rnvock  among  us 
*c  of  the  great  and  'indifperi fable  Duties  of 
44  Peace,  Brotherly-lindnefs  and  Charity. 
u  Thefe  have  been  but  too  vifibly  the  Ads 
of  Satan  to  divide  and  diftraft  us  j  and  have 
t4  oftner  than  once  brought  us  near  the  brink 
44  of  Ruin.  <3od  has  often  refcu'd  us,  while 
44  the  Continuance  and  Progrefs  of  thefe  evit 
44  Difpofitions  have  as  often  made  us  Relapfe 
44  into  a  broken  and  disjointed  State.  Oh  ! 
44  That  we  may  at  laft  fee  the  things  that  be- 
44  long  to  out  Peace,  and  follow  after  thofe  things 
44  that  make  for  Peace,  and  the  things  wherewith 
44  we  may  edify  one  another.  In  this  Prayer  I 
44  will  continue  as  long  as  I  live,  and  I  hope 
44  to  end  my  Days  with  it.  We  muft  ask  it 
44  of  God,  and  of  him  only  •  it  is  in  vain  to 
44  ask  it  of  forae  Men5  who  when  we  fpeak  to 
4 ;  them  of  Peace^  make  them  ready  to  Battel  •  we 
44  muft  look  for  it  only  to  him  who  faid,  Peace 
44  /  leave  with  you,  my  Peace  J  give  unto  you^ 
44  not '  as  the  World  giveth,  give  1  unto  you. 
44  The  World  will  only  give  it  to  thofe  of 
4C  their  own  Knot  and  Party.  But  the  Wifdom 
44  that  is  from  above,  is  fir  ft  pure^  then  peaceable^ 
44  gentle,  and  eafy  to  be  intreated ;  full  of  Mercy 
44  and  good  Fruit,  without  Partiality,  and  without 
44  Hypocrify  :  And  the  Fruits  of  Righteoufnefs  are 
44  fawn  in  Peace,  of  them  that  mak§  Peace,
